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PREFACE. 


The  very  extensive  propagation  of  the  venereal 
disease,  and  the  vast  number  of  its  miserable  victims, 
attracted  my  serious  attention,  and  inspired  the  idea  of 
communicating  some  useful  directions,  by  the  obser- 
vance of  which,  many  of  the  pernicious  consequences  of 
that  dreadful  disorder  may  be  avoided.  It  is  scarcely 
necessary  to  observe,  that  the  subject  here  treated,  is 
not  of  such  a nature  as  to  require  or  admit  of  flowery 
and  elegant  diction;  nor  could  such  a stile,  even  if  it 
were  requisite,  be  expected  from  a foreigner.  But  it 
is  presumed  that  the  rules  laid  down  in  the  following 
pages,  are  conveyed  in  such  language  as  to  be  perfectly 
intelligible  to  the  English  reader.  I am,  however,  wil- 
ling to  give  in  private  any  further  advice,  and  to  lend 
nmrgical  assistance  where  requisite;  medicines,  war- 
ranted genuine,  will  likewise  be  made  up  by  an  emi- 
nent chemist  under  my  own  directions.

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PART  I. 

Qj  Syphilitic  Diseases  in  general. 


CHAPTER  I. 

General  Observations  on  the  Subject. 


§ E 

THE  different  forms  of  the  syphilitic  disease,  take 
their  origin  at  present  from  a poison,  called  the  syphi- 
litic poison,  which  when  it  comes  in  contact  with  cer- 
tain parts  of  our  body,  produces,  under  various  cir- 
cumstances, the  different  symptoms  of  this  disease. 


§ 2. 

Whether  this  poison  had  its  origin  in  the  human 
body  of  itself,  as  a natural  consequence  of  lascivious- 
ness, or  was  first  created  by  accidental  causes,  has  not 
been  hitherto  decided . Many  ancient  authors,  as  Mo- 
ses, Hippocrates,  Celsus,  Galenus,  and  others,  prove 
that  various  complaints  of  this  kind  were  known  in  the 
most  remote  times;  yet  there  is  no  sufficient  authority 
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to  prove,  that  the  syphilitic  disease,  as  it  appears  at  pre- 
sent among  us,  existed  in  any  of  those  ancient  nations. 

§3. 

After  the  year  1493  the  syphilitic  disease  made  a 
sudden  appearance  in  a French  army  in  Italy,  from 
which  circumstance  it  was  called  the  French  disease. 
In  this  army  were  also  Spaniards;  and,  as  Columbus 
just  before  that  time  was  returned  from  his  first  voyage 
to  America,  it  was  generally  believed,  that  this  disease 
was  brought  by  Columbus  from  America  to  Spain, 
thence  by  the  Spanish  army  to  Italy,  and  from  that  by 
the  French  army  to  France,  and  all  the  other  parts  of 
Europe.  Although  many  reasons  seem  to  contradict 
this  opinion,  yet  we  may  say,  that  the  present  syphilitic 
disease  made  its  first  appearance  in  Europe  towards  the 
end  of  the  15th  century. 


§4. 

In  England,  venereal  diseases  were  formerly  but  lit- 
tle known;  simplicity  of  manners,  less  luxury,  and  more 
esteem  for  virtue  and  religion,  were  bars  against  this 
horrid  pest.  At  least  the  country,  the  asylum  of  inno- 
cence and  pure  undefiled  manners,  was  seldom  reached 
bv  this  cruel  plague.  But  it  is  not  so  now;  vice  is 
spread  throughout  the  land,  and  even  in  the  most  re- 
tired spots  medical  attendance  is  not  seldom  requisite. 
This  proves,  without  contradiction,  that  the  human 
race  has  suffered  in  its  root.

Syphilitic  Physician . 

§ 5. 

If  morality  and  religion  were  still  revered  as  for- 
merly, the  deviations  from  the  path  of  virtue  would 
not  be  looked  upon  so  slightly;  and  with  horror  and 
shame  would  the  youth  retire,  who  now  perhaps  boasts 
of  defiling  virgins  and  corrupting  wives.  No  shame 
restrains  the  profligate,  who  unblushingly  flies  into  the 
open  arms  of  vice. 


§6. 

It  cannot  be  expected,  that  in  this  treatise  I should 
be  able  to  give  sufficient  advice  to  cure,  without  assist- 
ance, all  the  various  forms  of  this  disease,  especially 
when  they  are  inveterate  or  malignant:  here  undoubt- 
edly personal  medical  assistance  is  required;  for  many 
complaints,  founded  originally  upon  syphilitic  infec- 
tion, are  more  difficult  to  be  removed  than  the  most 
obstinate  internal  diseases.  But  in  such  cases,  still  my 
book  will  teach,  how  to  ascertain  the  state  of  the  body, 
and  to  avoid  all  quackery,  until  a skilful  person  may  be 
consulted.  Even  the  patient,  if  but  endued  with  plain 
and  natural  understanding,  will  be  able  to  judge  of  his 
medical  attendant;  for  the  method  of  treatment  in  this 
disease  can  easier  be  understood,  than  in  any  other  af- 
fection of  the  human  frame. 

§ 7. 

How  this  evil  infects  the  body  and  is  propagated, 
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we  will  state  more  amply  in  the  course  of  this  work. 
In  general  most,  and  we  may  say  all,  syphilitic  disor- 
ders take  their  origin  from  an  impure  coition;  and 
therefore,  if  early  discovered  on  the  parts,  may  fre- 
quently, by  mere  washing  and  cleanliness, be  prevented, 
or  at  least  considerably  altered  for  the  better. 

§ 8. 

It  is  a physiological  principle,  that  the  human  body 
at  all  times  strives  to  repulse  those  particles  that 
are  not  fit  for  its  nature,  or  not  homogeneous  to  it; 
and  this  it  will  invariably  do,  if  not  too  much  de- 
bilitated. Upon  this  principle  it  may  be  easily  ex- 
plained why  the  syphilitic  poison,  of  the  same  quality, 
even  from  the  same  individual,  frequently  proves  inef- 
fectual in  one  subject,  affects  another  but  slightly,  and 
ruins  the  whole  constitution  of  a third  with  incredible 
rapidity.  Here  it  appears  that  the  different  propor- 
* tion  of  the  vital  powers,  with  more  or  less  strength, 
repulses  the  noxious  enemy.  In  a strong  and  healthy 
constitution,  the  vital  powers  reject  the  syphilitic  poi- 
son, the  local  irritation  on  the  parts  accumulates  the 
softening  moisture,  which  modifies  the  venom,  and  by 
these  means  can  not  so  soon  and  so  dangerously  cor- 
rupt the  whole  mass  of  the  blood.  The  internal  la- 
bour of  the  body  is  more  powerful  in  proportion  to  the 
external  irritament;  and  if  at  the  same  time  you  assist 
it,  bv  frequently  wiping  and  washing  off  those  particles 
that  are  repulsed  or  rejected  by  the  natural  energy  of 
the  body,  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  gain  the  victory  over 
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a slight  infection.  When  speaking  of  a strong  consti- 
tution, 1 do  not  mean  a spongious  enormous  habit  ot 
body,  but  such  a constitution  as  readily  resists  all  ex- 
ternal influence,  and  which  is  but  little  affected  by  a 
change  of  temperature  or  diet. 


§ 9. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  constitution  be  so  much 
debilitated  that  the  external  irritament  suppresses  the 
internal  powers,  and  the  syphilitic  poison  can  not  by 
the  strength  of  the  fibre  be  repulsed  or  mitigated, 
then  it  is  that  this  disease  propagates  with  great  pro- 
gress, and  syphilitic  sores  frequently  come  in  a few 
days  to  a dreadful  state.  The  quantity  of  the  syphi- 
litic poison  continually  increases,  the  quality  is  more 
and  more  corrupted,  and  carried  into  the  blood  by  the 
lymphatic  system.  The  blood,  by  circulation,  carried 
through  the  whole  body,  affects  other  parts,  and  the 
disease  increases  daily.  In  such  a state,  the  medical 
assistant  must  be  very  careful  not  to  destroy  those  few 
remaining  vital  powers,  which  in  fact  alone,  merely 
conducted  by  a skilful  leader,  perform  the  cure,  and 
restore  the  sufferer  to  his  former  health. 


§ io. 

m 

The  most  powerful  and  efficacious  medicines  can 
not  restrain  the  noxious  influence  of  the  syphilitic  poi- 
son, if  they  be  not  given  in  a just  proportion  with  the 
individual  constitution.  These  just  proportions  the 
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patient  partly  may  learn  in  the  course  of  this  treatise, 
and  partly  by  proper  medical  advice.  If  the  patient 
trust  himself  in  the  hands  of  a medical  gentleman,  he 
must  rely  upon  him  with  full  confidence;  and  if  once 
convinced  of  his  skill  and  ability,  nothing  must  shake 
his  faith. 


§ 11. 

I shall  not  say  much  here  of  diet,  for  these  disorder* 

•>  , \ 

do  not  require  an  extraordinary  abstinence,  as  many 
have  recommended.  I shall  only  remark,  that  as  these 
diseases  are  all  combined  with  great  debility  of  consti- 
tution, they  require  in  general  a nourishing  diet.  The 
exceptions,  I allow,  are  but  few,  and  will  be  pointed 
out  in  the  course  of  this  treatise.  One  certain  kind  of 
temperance,  indeed,  I must  strongly  recommend,  and 
that  is,  a total  abstinence  from  the  other  sex  ! Morality 
and  the  physical  benefit  of  men,  oblige  me  to  explain 
myself  more  amply  on  this  subject. 

5 12. 

First,  the  patient  ought  to  represent  to  himself  the 
w hole  extent  of  the  calamity  of  which  he  is  the  author, 
when  he  breaks  this  moral  principle.  Many  poor  crea- 
tures now  become  as  unhappy  as  he  already  is  himself. 
A vile  woman,  for  instance,  to  whom  he  communicates 
this  disease,  may  infect  a number  of  other  people,  and 
destroy  their  health.  The  ruin  of  whole  families  by 
#nir  present  libertine  way  of  thinking,  may  be  caused 
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by  this  means.  And  who  would  wish  to  be  tortured 
by  such  a dreadful  thought,  all  these  poor  sufferers  look 
upon  thee , as  the  author  of  their  misery?  To  all  these 
thou  once  shall  answer  for  thy  unjust  and  inhuman  ac- 
tion.1' — Even  he,  who  does  not  believe  in  an  eternity 
and  future  rewards  or  punishments,  will  be  tortured  by 
the  dreadful  stings  of  conscience,  for  having  thus  been 
the  estahlisher  of  a venereal  hospital.  And  if  morality 
is  nothing  to  us,  shall  we  for  a transitory  enjoyment, 
expose  ourselves  to  the  most  dreadful  consequences  of 
such  an  unlucky  moment?  A single  coition  during  a 
simple  syphilitic  clap,  may  produce  most  mischievous 
effects.  All  the  neighbouring  parts  are  much  inflamed, 
all  the  vessels  extended,  the  poison  is  instantly  carried 
into  the  blood,  and  the  evil  infects  the  whole  body, 
whereas  it  might  have  been  easily  removed  before,  as 
it  hitherto  had  but  locally  affected  those  parts.  Here 
we  see  that  frequently  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such 
a coition,  the  glans  penis  and  prepuce  are  covered 
with  sores  of  a chancrous  nature,  which  by  the  exces- 
sive inflammation,  corrode  the  neighbouring  parts  with 
incredible  rapidity.  The  syphilitic  poison  forced  into 
the  blood,  infects  the  glandulous  system,  and  there 
appear  buboes  in  the  groin,  in  the  armpits,  and  even  on 
the  neck.  Still  worse  are  the  consequences,  when  pre- 
vious to  such  a coition,  the  parts  were  already,  if  even 
but  slightly,  affected  by  chancrous  poison.  Chancres 
now  appear  on  gums  and  nose,  nodes  and  boils  on  the 
skull:  they  give  great  pain  and  form  a suppuration, 
dry  away  and  suppurate  again.  This  dreadful  disorder 
we  call  corona  venerea  or  the  venereal  crown,  (a  very 
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bad  ornament  indeed) ; boils  and  sores  appear  over  the 
whole  hotly,  and  the  patient  is  a living  carcase. 

This  is  a true  picture, and  it' it  be  not  always  the  con- 
sequence of  such  an  impropriety,  it  is  not  rarely  the 
case,  that  many  a poor  victim,  thus  runs  into  the  open 
arms  of  death. 


§ 13. 

Unavoidable  are  the  most  dreadful  consequences, 
if  such  a person  approach  a creature,  who  is  in  the 
same  situation  as  he  himself.  This  reciprocal  commu- 
nication of  the  syphilitic  poison,  may  be  considered  as 
a kind  of  fermentation ; for  the  poison  of  both  indivi- 
duals, if  even  of  the  same  species,  is  ot  a different  na- 
ture, according  to  the  individual  constitution,  and  the 
poison  produced  by  this  mixture  is  the  worst  that  pos- 
sibly can  exist.  I have  had  some  cases,  where  small 
sores  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  a connection, 
increased  to  venereal  abscesses, an  inch  in  circumference, 
requiring  speedy  assistance  to  prevent  gangrene.  Be- 
sides, coition  is  an  action  which  weakens  the  body,  and 
the  more  so  in  such  a state,  where  all  the  remaining 
strength  is  necessarily  required  to  support  the  constitu- 
tion, and  to  gain  the  victory  over  its  enemy.  But  if  such 
an  impropriety  be  once  committed,  then  it  is  the  pa- 
tient’sduty,  not  to  conceal  it  from  hismedical  attendant, 
that  he  may  instantly  take  proper  measures  to  redress 
his  fault. 
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§ 14. 

Confidence  in  his  medical  adviser,  is  the  patient’s 
first  requisite  : it  is  I may  say,  the  breath  which  pre- 
serves his  life.  I will  explain  the  reasons,  why  a pa- 
tient never  ought  to  conceal  any  thing,  from  a person 
of  our  profession.  The  medical  author,  whose  chief 
view  it  is,  to  warn  youth,  mustoften  use  the  moralizing 
style;  but  the  practitioner,  when  with  his  patient,  has 
no  business  to  inquire  into  his  actions  any  further  than 
as  they  are  connected  with  the  present  disorder.  If 
the  fault  be  committed,  and  the  patient  acknowledge  it, 
then  must  he  abstain  from  reproofs,  and  rather  soothe 
the  alarmed  patient’s  mind,  by  giving  him  just  hopes 
of  his  recovery.  But  during  the  cure,  the  patient 
must  on  his  part  be  so  confident  as  always  to  acknow- 
ledge whenever  he  goes  astray,  or  deviates  from  the 
strict  observance  of  the  medical  prescriptions;  in  order 
that  we  may  at  all  times  be  able  to  judge  of  the  pro- 
cess and  the  symptoms  of  the  disease. 


§1.5. 

But  what  is  to  be  done,  if  the  patient  be  so  situated, 
that  he  cannot  enjoy  the  benefit  of  skilful  medical  at- 
tendance ? He  perhaps  cannot  put  any  confidence  in 
the  doctor’s  dexterity  and  discretion  ; (and  in  such  a 
case,  it  is  certainly  better,  to  have  none  at  all,  or  per- 
haps he  lives  in  such  a place,  or  under  such  circum- 
stances, that  he  is  obliged  to  do  without,  which  last 
case  is  certainly  distressing  ! — Here  I think  my  book 
will  not  be  found  quite  useless. 
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§16. 

Every  syphilitic  disorder,  if  not  too  inveterate,  is  local; 
a^nd  even  when  the  whole  frame  of  the  body  is  affected 
by  swellings,  pains  in  the  bones,  or  rheumatism,  founded 
upon  the  syphilitic  disease,  it  is  possible  that  the  vital 
powers,  or  the  higher  organization  of  life,  may  still  be  un- 
injured; and  if  this  be  the  case,  the  patient  may,  even 
in  great  malignity  of  the  disorder,  expect  a total 
restoration  of  health,  and  enjoy  a hale  constitution  in 
future. 


§ 17. 

Such  a patient  now,  whose  disorder  is  not  too  far 
advanced,  must  make  but  little  alteration  in  his  usual 
way  of  living  : besides,  the  method  of  treatment,  which 
I shall  recommend  in  the  course  of  this  treatise,  does 
not  require  it.  Temperance  in  the  quantity  of  food 
and  beverage,  is  chiefly  to  be  observed.  1 mean  that 
the  patient  should  not  eat  too  much  at  a time,  but 
rather  little  and  often.  This  is  a rule  of  so  great  im- 
portance, that  frequently  a successful  cure  depends 
entirely  upon  the  observance  of  it.  The  overcharging 
the  stomach  with  food,  interrupts  the  motion  of  the  in- 
testines, so  necessary  to  assist  concoction,  and  the 
victuals  are  corrupted,  by  remaining  too  long  in  the 
organs  of  digestion.  Very  noxious  is  the  immoderate 
indulgence  in  spirituous  liquors,  as  they  usually  put 
the  body  in  a kind  of  inflammatory  fever,  which  contri- 
butes to  the  fermentation  of  the  syphilitic  poison,  and 
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Hotuofrequently  causes  the  inflammation  of  the  affected 
or  neighbouring-  parts. 


§ 18. 

Respecting  the  choice  of  food,  it  is  a general  rule, 
that  broth,  butcher’s  meat,  and  fowl,  are  the  most 
wholesome.  But  the  usual  method  of  the  patient  s 
living  must  here  decide.  For,  if  he  who  hitherto 
lived  upon  vegetables,  rice,  poiatoes,  and  but  lit- 
tle meat,  and  whose  common  drink  was  water  or  small 
beer,  if  he  I say,  affected  by  a venereal  disorder,  should 
now  go  to  the  opposite  extreme,  and  live  upon  animal 
food  and  strong  beer  or  wine;  he  would  make  a sad 
and  dangerous  mistake  ; whereas  the  same  diet  would 
be  highly  advisable  for  a patient,  used  to  such  a way 
of  living. 


§ 

Although  it  makes  but  little  difference,  what  kind  of 
butcher’s  meat  or  fowl  is  chosen  for  nourishment,  yet 
experience  has  convinced  me,  that  pork,  and  all  kinds 
of  water-fowl,  as  geese,  ducks,  &c.  do  not  agree  with 
this  disorder.  I have  seen  instances,  where  a hearty 
meal  made  of  ham  or  goose  interrupted  the  cure  so  far, 
that  a fortnight’s  time  was  required  to  atone  for  the 
patient’s  intemperance. 
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§20. 

The  best  beverage  is,  in  general,  wine  and  water.  He 
who  is  used  to  beer,  may  drink  a clear  and  well-fer- 
mented beer,  and  if  he  take  a great  quantity  of  it,  he 
may  mix  it  with  a third  or  half  part  of  water.  To  drink 
pure  water  in  this  disease,  is  in  general  not  advisable. 
It  is  better  to  mix  it  with  a little  rum  or  brandy;  but  to 
abstain  from  punch;  for  I frequently  have  seen  the 
symptoms,  after  a glass  of  punch  had  been  taken,  con- 
siderably exacerbated.  It  is  necessary  also  to  avoid  salt 
and  all  acids  whatever  ; for  they  do  not  agree  with  my 
method  of  treatment.  Therefore,  “ Eat  well , and  drink 
well,  but  rcith  moderation ,”  is  my  dietetical  motto, 
taught  me  by  reason  and  experience. 


§ 21. 

Abstain  from  all  luxury  and  intemperance,  follow 
strictly  your  physician’s  advice,  conceal  nothing  from 
him  ; and  if  you  take  this  book  for  your  guide,  read  it 
with  attention,  use  your  judgment,  follow  my  advice 
with  respect  to  diet  and  medicine,  and  I am  sure  you 
will  benefit  by  it. 

§ 22. 

Never  lose  your  spirits ; for  good  spirits  are  the  soul 
of  the  cure.  Look  up  with  a hopeful  eye  to  the  all- 
governing  Providence,  and  be  persuaded,  that  as  our 
bodies  are  naturally  subjected  to  destruction,  if  affected 
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by  noxious  external  influences,  so  there  is  in  us  an  in- 
ternal power  or  vitality,  which  will,  il  well  directed, 
overcome  the  destroying  enemy  of  human  nature,  dis- 
ease. Physician  and  physic  are  but  assistants  of  na- 
ture. 


§ 23. 

If  now  a person  will  not,  orcannot  trust  himself  to  a 
medical  man,  he  may  take  this  book,  and  read  it 
through;  but  he  must  do  it,  at  a time,  when  his  mind 
is  tranquil,  and  with  confidence;  and  I am  sure,  that 
if  he  can  but  give  it  a candid  and  attentive  perusal,  he 
will  not  be  left  helpless.  It  is  written  in  a plain  and 
popular  style,  so  that  it  is  hoped  any  person,  endued 
with  common  understanding,  will  comprehend  it.  For 
the  use  of  those,  that  are  unacquainted  with  medical 
terms,  I have  added  at  the  end  of  the  book,  a glossary 
of  such  medical  expressions,  as  here  occur.  If  your 
constitution  be  uninjured,  except  by  the  disease  in 
question,  you  may  expect  a speedjr  and  radical  cure. 
Use  my  medicines  exactly  according  to  prescription. 
Never  think,  that  much  does  much  good ; for  the  radical 
cure  of  a syphilitic  disorder,  requires  a certain  time, 
even  by  the  best  success;  and  this  time,  limited  by  na- 
ture, cannot  be  made  up,  by  overcharging  the  system 
at  once  with  medicines,  which  can  perform  a cure  only 
by  being  given  in  just  proportion,  and  in  successive 
order.  My  prescriptions  annexed  to  thebook,  and  num- 
bered to  avoid  any  mistake,  are  written  in  plain  Latin, 
and  you  have  nothing  else  to  do,  after  having 
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tained  your  disorder,  than  to  copy  carefully  the  pre- 
scriptions pointed  out  by  number,  and  to  send  them  to 
an  apothecary  or  chemist,  or,  which  might  perhaps  be 
preferable,  to  show  him  the  prescriptions  wanted,  in 
the  book  itself. 


CHAPTER  II. 

Of  the  syphilitic  Poison,  its  Infection  and  Pro - 
pagation  in  the  human  Body. 


§ !• 

/ 

The  nature  of  the  syphilitic  poison  has  not  been  hi- 
therto sufliciently  explored,  and  we  can  neither  say 
what  it  is,  nor  how  it  affects  the  body?  Future  expe- 
rience perhaps  will  teach  us  more  of  it.  For  the 
scientifical  man  it  certainly  is  of  great  moment,  to  in- 
vestigate as  deeply  as  possible  the  secrets  of  nature; 
but  the  practitioner’s  business  it  is  not.  He  ascertains 
the  disorder  merely  by  its  symptoms,  and  endeavours 
to  remove  it. 


§ 2. 

The  natural  manner  in  which  infection  is  commu- 
nicated, is  by  coition.  Males  and  females,  if  affected 
by  this  disease,  are  capable  of  inoculating  others  with 
it.  During  the  act  of  coition,  the  whole  body,  but 
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chiefly  the  private  parts,  are  in  a state  of  great  exten- 
sion and  inflammation.  Those  vessels  of  the  lymphatic 
system,  which  continually  carry  back  to  the  blood  all 
kinds  of  liquids,  from  the  different  parts  of  the  body, 
imbibe  the  infected  moisture  brought  into  contact  with 
them,  and  the  infection  is  begun. 


§3. 

Besides  the  common  infection  by  coition,  it  may  be 
done  by  various  other  ways.  It  is  not  at  all  requisite, 
that  the  venereal  pus  should  come  in  contact  with  the 
genitals.  The  saliva  for  instance,  is  a medium  by 
which  the  syphilitic  disease  is  frequently  communi- 
cated. A person  therefore,  strongly  infected  with  syphi- 
litic poison,  may  impart  it  to  others  by  a kiss.  The 
infection  by  saliva  is  even  more  dangerous,  than  by 
coition;  for  affecting  the  tender  skin  of  the  gums  and 
throat,  it  there  occasions  venereal  sores  or  chancres, 
of  a very  malignant  nature,  which  with  great  celerity, 
spread  overall  the  adjacent  parts.  It  not  unfrequently 
happens,  that  we  are  consulted  by  persons  affected 
with  sores  in  the  mouth,  seemingly  of  a scorbutic  na- 
ture, which  cannot  be  removed  until  the  proper  anti- 
syphilitical  medicines  are  administered.  But  such 
diseases  require  the  judgment  of  a skilful  and  expe- 
rienced man,  as  by  improper  medicines  the  disorder 
may  become  incurable. 
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§4. 

In  a similar  way  the  infection  may  be  imparted  by 
sucking  at  the  breast,  as  well  by  males  as  females;  for 
the  nipples  are  very  tender  parts,  and  are  provided  with 
a great  apparatus  of  nerves  and  lymphatic  vessels ; and 
covered  with  only  a very  thin  skin,  called  the  epidermis. 
Besides,  the  breast  is  a glandulous  part;  and  there- 
fore by  its  construction,  more  exposed  to  infection  than 
any  other  part,  as  it  is  acknowledged  that  the  syphili- 
tic poison  principally  resides  in  the  glandulous  or  lym- 
phatic system. 


§ 5. 

That  the  syphilitic  disease  can  be  communicated  by 
perspiration  and  respiration,  has  been  asserted  by  some; 
by  others  denied.  All  that  1 can  say  is,  that  1 would 
not  venture  to  sleep  with  a thoroughly  infected  per- 
son in  the  same  bed,  as  the  impossibility  of  being  thus 
infected,  can  not  well  be  proved.  I will  briefly  state, 
what  I learned  on  this  subject,  from  a respectable  phy- 
sician, who  lived  for  some  time  in  northern  climates. 
He  says,  “ Amongst  other  syphilitic  patients,  I had  a 
“ great  number,  in  whom  the  first  symptoms  always 
“ appeared  in  the  mouth  and  throat.  I frequently 
“ found  the  throat  inflamed,  and  chancres,  which,  in 
“ a short  time,  became  so  malignant,  that  parts  of  the 
“ gums  and  nose  were  already  destroyed,  before  I 
“ was  consulted.  Unacquainted  with  the  manners 
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«*  and  customs  of  that  country,  I long  remained  puz- 
“ zled  about  the  nature  of  the  syphilitic  disorder,  so 
“ frequently  affecting  those  parts,  till  I had  an  oppor- 
“ tunity  of  being  an  eye  witness  of  this  strange  cus- 
“ tom.  A number  of  persons  both  males  and  females, 
“ were  shut  up  in  a small  room,  heated  as  a baker’s 
“ oven,  they  were  quite  naked,  and  the  sweat  ran 
“ down  their  body,  like  water;  and  to  make  it  still 
“ more  profuse,  they  were  beaten  with  birch  rods. 

“ Now  I clearly  comprehended,  that  if  among  such  a 
“ company,  some  syphilitic  persons  were  present,  the 
“ atmosphere,  impregnated  with  the  syphilitic  poison, 
“ must  of  course  have  principally  infected  the  organs 
“ of  respiration,  which  are,  as  is  well  known,  so  easily 
“ affected  by  it.  I now  further  investigated  the  sub- 
“ ject,  and  my  patients  assured  me,  that  th£y  always 
“ felt  the  first  symptoms  of  their  complaint,  after  being 
“ returned  from  a sweating  bath.” 

This  kind  of  infection,  when  it  happens,  certainly 
requires  the  judgmentof  a skilful  medical  practitioner; 
but  as  such  a one  is  not  always  to  be  had,  the  necessary 
remedies  will  be  found  in  the  chapter  of  chancres,  where 
I treat  of  chancres  in  the  mouth. 

§6. 

Another  way  of  infection,  is  by  wounds  or  ulcers,  if 
they  come  in  contact  with  the  syphilitic  poison.  Here 
all  parts  are  in  great  activity,  chiefly  the  lymphatic 
system,  which  imbibes  the  poison,  and  the  matter  of 
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the  wound  or  ulcer,  hitherto  innocent,  is  changed  into  a 
syphilitic  ichor. 


§ 7. 

Syphilitic  parents  may  produce  syphilitic  children. — 
This  has  been  frequently  denied,  and  will  still  be  denied 
by  those  that  have  not  experienced  it.  For  my  part, 
I am  fully  convinced  of  its  truth,  as  I have  had  seve- 
ral cases,  where  a new  born  child,  became  within  a 
fortnight  afflicted  with  chancrous  sores,  in  the  anus 
and  other  parts  of  the  body,  which  would  not  yield  to 
any  treatment,  unless  mercury  was  given,  by  which 
means  the  disorder  was  removed.  The  milk  of  a ve- 
nereal nurse  also,  is  infective,  and  I think  this  has  been 
too  frequently  proved,  to  leave  any  doubt  of  the  fact. 

§ 8. 

In  general  the  infection  by  coition,  is  less  dangerous 
than  in  any  other  way.  For  this  infection  is  easier  as- 
certained, and  the  parts  are  more  convenient,  from  their 
local  situation,  and  better  disposed  for  cure.  All  other 
infections  may  remain  unknown  for  a considerable 
time:  the  poison  is  carried  through  the  whole  circulat- 
ing system,  and  may  already  have  exercised  its  destruc- 
tive power,  before  it  be  visible  by  external  symptoms. 

§ 9 . 

As  this  book  is  intended,  not  only  for  help  and  cure. 
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but  also  for  instruction  and  warning,  T,  as  a friend, 
advise  those  young  men,  that  will  not,  or  think  they 
can  not,  live  without  enjoyments  of  the  goddess  A enus, 
not  to  satisfy  their  desires  in  any  unnatural  way.  Much 
worse  are  the  consequences,  for  dreadful  is  the  ven- 
geance holy  nature  inflicts  upon  him  who  deviates 
from  its  path.  I can  not  enter  more  minutely  into  this 
subject,  the  sinner  will  understand  what  I mean  l 


CHAPTER  III. 

Of  Mercury , as  the  only  infallible  Remedy  in 
syphilitic  Diseases. 


§ i- 

Once  for  all,  I lay  it  down  as  a fixed  principle,  that 
all. syphilitic  diseases,  originating  from  chancrous  poi- 
son, can  not  be  cured  with  certainty  by  any  other 
medicine  than  mercury.  All  others  have  never  cured 
it  radically,  although  they  may  have  enveloped  it  for 
some  time  and  concealed  its  operations,  or  strengthened 
the  constitution  in  such  a degree,  that  the  poison  could 
not  visibly  exert  its  destructive  power  upon  the  body. 
In  such  a case  the  seed  of  the  syphilitic  poison  remains 
in  the  body,  which  would  have  been  totally  eradicated 
by  proper  treatment  with  mercury  ; and  as  soon  as  a 
fit  opportunity  offers  itself  for  the  regermination  of  the 
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syphilitic  poison,  it  assaults  the  constitution  in  a hun- 
dred various  forms,  and  the  more  easily,  as  the  whole 
system  now  is  weakened,  and  cannot  oppose  sufficient 
resistance  to  overpower  the  disorder. 

§2. 

There  are  certainly  people,  that  pretend  to  cure  the 
syphilitic  disease  without  mercury,  and  for  this  reason, 
call  their  medicines  vegetable ! For  my  own  part,  I do 
not  believe  any  such  thing.  I know  all  the  vegetable 
medicines;  and  1 also  know,  that  there  is  not  one 
amongst  them,  t hat  is  capable  of  curing  the  syphilitic 
disease  in  our  climate.  Those  of  my  readers,  who  have 
some  knowledge  of  chemistry,  know  in  how  many  va- 
rious forms  and  compositions  each  simple  drug  may  be 
given,  so  that  it  will  be  very  difficult  for  the  patient  to 
ascertain,  whether  that  which  he  takes  be  vegetable  or 
mineral. 


§ 3. 

There  reigns  an  enormous  prejudice  in  respect  to 
mercury.  I have  known  patients,  who  were  struck 
with  horror  at  the  very  name  of  it.  It  is  my  duty  to 
oppose  this  superstitious  prejudice,  as  it  often  proves 
hurtful  to  the  patient,  who  swallows  with  great  confi- 
dence the  quack’s  vegetable  drops  without  success, 
whereas  he  might  have  been  safely  cured,  by  a medical 
person  who  knows  how  to  use  this  excellent  medicine. 
In  doing  so,  I must  remind  my  readers  not  to  forget 
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the  view  which  I have  in  writing  these  pages.  I speak 
to  such  persons  as,  wanting  scientifical  knowledge  of 
our  profession,  wish  to  assist  themselves,  or  to  be  useful 
to  other  persons.  I can,  therefore,  by  no  means  enter 
into  such  investigations  and  inquiries  on  this  subject, 
as  would  be  instructive  or  entertaining  to  the  philoso- 
phical or  rational  physician. 

§4. 

The  quicksilver  or  mercury  is  a metal,  in  our  cli- 
mate in  a liquid  state,  requiring  less  caloric  to  keep 
it  in  a state  of  fusion  than  any  other  metal;  but  in 
excessive  cold,  which  is  nothing  else  than  want  of  heat, 
the  quicksilver  will  get  hard  and  ductile,  like  other 
metals.  It  is  found  in  Hungary,  Spain,  China,  and 
South  America,  under  different  forms,  in  mines,  and 
is  afterwards  artificially  brought  to  its  pure  or  metal- 
lic state.  We  know  that  pure  or  running  quicksilver 
has  but  little  or  no  effect  upon  the  human  frame. 
We  may  swallow  a pound  of  it,  and  its  effect  will  be 
merely  mechanical.  To  become  a powerful  chemi- 
cal medicament  and  antidote  in  the  syphilitic  disease,  it 
must  previously  be  united  with  a certain  airy  substance 
called  oxygen  gas , which  constitutes  a part  of  the  at- 
mospheric air  in  which  we  breathe.  This  can  be  done, 
either  by  directly  uniting  it  with  this  gas,  artificially 
drawn  out  of  the  atmosphere  or  other  bodies,  or  by  re- 
ducing quicksilver  to  a kind  of  salt,  dissolving  it  in  an 
acid,  in  which  we  know  the  oxygen  gas  is  the  chief  con- 
stituent part.  By  this  means  the  mercury  is  totally 
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changed,  so  that  all  those  different  preparations  (of 
which  there  is  a great  number)  would  hardly  be.  be- 
lieved to  be  quicksilver,  by  persons  unacquainted  with 
chemistry. 


§ 5. 

The  mercury  is  a medicine,  which  may  become  a poi- 
son to  the  animal  organization,  as  well  as  all  other  pro- 
ductions of  nature,  not  only  medicines,  but  also  those 
which  we  usually  call  dietetical  productions.  For  in- 
stance: water  is  certainly  a very  innocent  beverage;  but 
it  will  be  poison  under  certain  circumstances,  as  well 
as  arsenic.  How  many  people  have  died  by  drinking, 
at  an  improper  time,  a glass  of  cold  water,  or  too  plen- 
tifully of  it!  and  there  is  no  doubt,  that  in  certain  dis- 
eases, where  theremaining  vitality  can  but  be  supported 
by  the  strongest  incitaments,  such  as  musk , camphire, 
opium,  &c.  if  in  such  a case  we  should  drench  the  pa- 
tient with  water,  not  one  in  ten  would  survive  it  ! But 
do  we  therefore  call  water  poison  ? 

How  agreeable  and  beneticial  a warm  room  is,  every 
one  experiences,  when  winter  covers  our  fields  with  ice 
and  snow.  But  how  many  instances  are  known,  in 
which  the  sudden  transition  from  the  cold  temperature 
to  a heated  room  caused  death ! Is  therefore  a warm 
room  a poison  ? 

Many  people  have  died  and  daily  destroy  them- 
selves by  wine.  Shall  we  henceforth  drink  no  wine? 
How  many  persons  have  died  of  apoplexy  after  a 
hearty  meal ! Shall  we  therefore  leave  off  eating  and 
drinking? 
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An  old  seaman  was  asked,  how  he  could  venture  to 
sea  any  more,  as  lie  knew,  that  his  father,  grandfather, 
ami  great  grandfather,  all  perished  in  the  sea.  His 
answ  er  was  plain  and  reasonable,  “ How' can  you,”  said 
he,  smiling,  “goto  bed,  as  so  many  persons  die  in  it?” 

§ 6. 

Mercury  is,  if  given  with  the  necessary  precautions, 
a most  excellent,  and  quite  innocent  medicine.  Ex- 
perience has  brought  the  preparation  of  quicksilver  to 
such  a degree  of  perfection,  that  it  may  be  given,  even 
to  an  infant,  without  the  least  danger.  Experience 
has  farther  taught  us,  to  combine  such  medicines  with 
it,  that  its  natural  debilitating  effect  is  entirely  re- 
moved. 

V 

§7. 

Such  a combination  of  the  two  most  powerful 
medicines  in  syphilitic  diseases,  we  possess  in  the  cor- 
rosive sublimate  in  conjunction  with  opium.  I con- 
sider the  sublimate,  united  with  opium,  as  a medicine 
which  may  be  given  with  perfect  safety,  and  without 
the  least  injury  to  the  constitution.  The  sublimate 
seems  to  be  quite  changed  in  its  nature,  and  it  never 
will  be  again  reduced  in  the  body  to  real  quicksilver,  as 
other  preparations  of  mercury  undoubtedly  do.  The 
sublimate  is  an  antiseptic,  alterative,  and  correcting 
medicine,  which  in  conjunction  with  opium,  cannot  be 
-equalled  by  any  other  preparation  of  mercury.  And 
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although  1 allow,  that  there  may  be  cases,  where  other 
preparations,  as  calomel,  or  the  grey  oxyd  of  mercury* 
may  be  preferable;  the  sublimate  deserves  the  first 
place;  and  I very  seldom  have  recourse  to  any  other 
preparation.  Yet,  for  the  use  of  those  that  are  so 
much  prejudiced  against  the  subli  nate,  and  wish  to 
substitute  other  mercurials  for  it,  1 shall  soon  publish 
a little  treatise  under  the  title  of  Materia  Medico  syphi- 
litica, which  will  contain  a selection  of  all  the  most 
useful  medicines  in  syphilitic  diseases,  with  a short  ad- 
vice concerning  each  medicine,  and  how  and  when  to 
use  it. 


§ 8. 

But  now  a serious  word  respecting  the  cure  of  the 
inveterate  venereal  diseases,  or  that  general  infection, 
commonly  called  pox,  or  Venus’s  plague.  They  were 
formerly,  and  I am  almost  ashamed  to  acknowledge  are, 
even  now,  not  unfrequently  cured  by  salivation.  It 
cannot  be  denied,  that  people  have  been,  and  are 
daily  cured,  by  this  method  of  treatment;  for  the  an- 
tidote of  the  syphilitic  poison,  I mean  the  mercury, 
if  thrown  in  such  enormous  quantity  into  the  sys- 
tem, must  of  course  remove  the  disorder;  but  I mean 
to  say,  that  it  is  cruel  to  lead  our  patients  through 
thistles  and  thorns,  when  we  know  of  an  easier  way. 
Only  behold  the  poor  sufferer : is  he  not  a living  carcass  ? 
how  deformed  his  countenance ! how  offensive  his 
breath  I He  can  neither  swallow  nor  talk;  in  fact,  he 
is  disgusting,  to  himself,  and  loathsome  to  those  that 
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are  about  him.  But  this  is  not  all:  such  a poor 

sufferer  never  regains  his  former  health  and  strength. 
Not  unfrequently  the  salivation  increases  so  much,  as 
to  frustrate  all  our  efforts  to  arrest  its  progress.  Many 
have  died,  being  quite  exhausted  during  salivation, 
before  it  could  be  stopped;  and  daily  a number  of  such 
poor  sufferers  die  of  consumption,  when  they  have  lin- 
gered away  many  years,  after  so  dreadful  and  destruc- 
tive a process.  If  you  but  consider,  how  wonderfully  the 
human  body  is  constructed,  and  what  an  immense  ap- 
paratus of  noble  organs  it  requires,  before  that  liquor 
called  saliva,  cau  be  secreted  in  the  mouth  ; that  it  is 
not  at  all  destined  by  nature  to  be  ejected,  but  to  be 
one  of  the  principal  assistants  of  digestion;  you  will 
conceive,  how  destructive  it  must  prove  to  the  body, 
thus  to  ruin  the  lymphatic  system,  so  necessary  for  the 
animal  organization. 


§9. 

And  what  are  the  reasons,  that  still  this  method  of 
treatment  is  in  use?  First.  In  hospitals  they  receive 
such  a number  of  syphilitic  patients,  that  they  are 
obliged  to  get  rid  of  them  as  soon  as  possible,  to  make 
room  for  new  candidates;  and  certainly,  the  cure  is 
often  very  speedy,  but  they  leave  not  seldom  the  hos- 
pital with  a ruined  constitution ; and  frequently  the 
disorder  soon  after  breaks  out  again.  Secondly.  Many 
persons  are  so  superstitious  and  unacquainted  with  the 
real  effect  of  mercury,  that  they  believe  it  absolutely 
necessary,  that  the  syphilitic  poison  should  be  carrie4 
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out,  as  they  imagine,  by  way  of  salivation.  Thirdly. 
The  want  of  an  infallible  method  of  treatment,  as  a 
substitute  to  salivation.  We  possess  now  the  means  of 
curing,  without  exception,  all  syphilitic  disorders,  by 
a method  by  far  preferable,  without  debilitating  or 
ruining  the  constitution;  and  it  is,  therefore,  the  duty 
of  every  rational  and  humane  professional  man  to  ex- 
ploders far  as  possible,  this  cruel  practice. 

§ 10. 

It  sometimes  happens  during  a course  of  mercury, 
even  when  given  without  intending  salivation,  that  the 
first  signs  of  it  will  make  their  appearance.  The  fol- 
lowing rules  I strongly  recommend  to  patients  under  a 
course  of  mercury,  by  the  observance  of  which,  saliva- 
tion will  be  generally  avoided. 

1.  Precaution,  never  to  exceed  the  prescribed  dose 
of  medicine  to  be  taken. 

2.  Good  and  nourishing  diet. 

3.  The  frequent  use  of  warm  baths. 

4.  To  avoid  a cold  and  damp  atmosphere,  and  to 
wear  a flannel  shirt  next  the  skin. 

5.  Keep  the  head  and  the  neck  cooler  than  the  other 
parts  of  the  body. 

G.  When  the  first  symptoms  of  salivation  appear,  as 
swelling  in  the  gums,  with  an  offensive  breath,  abstain 
immediately  from  the  further  use  of  mercurials,  and 
have  the  following  powders  prepared,  of  which  take,  for 
four  days  successively,  three  powders  a-day. 
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Ttecipe.  Camphorse  grana  tria. 

Opii  granum  semissem* 

Aurantii  corticis  grana  duodecira. 
Sachari  albi  scrupulum  unum. 

Alisce,  fiat  lege  artis,  pul  vis,  dispensentur  doses 
tales  No.  XTI.  Signentur.  In  the  morning , af- 
ternoon, and  evening , one  powder  to  betaken  with 
half  a glass  of  wine. 

§ 11. 

It  must  not  be  inferred  that  all  such  complaints 
as  yield  to  mercury,  are  of  syphilitic  origin;  for  a 
great  many  inveterate  diseases,  as  well  internal  as  ex- 
ternal, are  often  successfully  treated  by  mercurials, 
where  there  is  not  to  be  found  the  least  of  venereal 
acrimony.  The  truth  is,  that  in  the  same  disorder, 
some  constitutions  require,  by  idiosyncrasy  quite  a 
different  method  of  treatment  from  others;  wherefore  the 
physician  must  observe,  with  great  attention,  what  kind 
of  medicines  are  agreeable  to  the  patient’s  individual 
constitution,  and  which  are  not.  But  I do  not  advise 
my  readers  to  make  self-trials  in  other  diseases.  The 
syphilitic  disease  alone  will  be  cured  with  certainty,  by 
the  way  prescribed  in  this  book,  and  I repeat  it,  that 
any  person,  who  can  read  and  understand  this  treatise, 
will  not  be  left  helpless. 
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PART  II. 

Of  local  syphilitic  Diseases,  and  the  Art  of 
ascertaining  and  curing  them. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Of  the  syphilitic  Clap.  Blennorrhagia  syphilitica. 


§1. 

This  disease,  the  most  frequent  of  all  syphilitic 
disorders, is  called  in  English  a clap , from  an  old  French 
word  clapiers,  which  means  public  places  inhabited  by 
vile  women.  In  French  it  is  called  chaudepisse  from 
the  burning  pain  it  causes  in  making  water;  in  Ger- 
man it  is  called  tripper  from  dripping.  The  Latin 
name  gonorrhoea  has  been  hitherto  universally  adopted 
for  this  disorder ; but  this  is  quite  an  improper  term, 
as  it  signifies  a seminal  flux,  which  it  is  by  no  means, 
being  nothing  else,  than  a discharge  of  a mucous  sub- 
stance : wherefore  the  most  appropriate  name  un- 
doubtedly is  blennorrhagia,  which  signifies  a discharge 
of  slime  or  mucus. 
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The  syphilitic  clap  is  always  a discharge  of  a mu- 
cous matter,  of  various  colour  and  consistency.  Now 
thin  and  watery,  and  then  thick  and  glutinous ; the 
colour  sometimes  white,  clear,  and  transparent ; at 
other  times  yellowish,  brownish,  or  green;  and  not 
unfrequently  tinged  with  blood.  As  a clap  appears 
under  forms  so  various,  it  is  necessary  to  know  all  its 
different  symptoms,  in  order  to  make  a proper  choice  of 
the  medicaments  intended  for  its  cure, 

§3. 

In  general,  the  clap  arises  from  an  impure  coition. 
There  seem  not  to  be  any  certain  signs  of  infection 
immediately  after  coition,  although  some  patients  have 
assured  me,  that  they  felt  a prickling  sensation  in  the 
testicles;  but  this  may  also  be  felt  without  infection, 
particularly  when  persons  over  exert  themselves  in  the 
sports  of  Venus. 

§ 4. 


The  first  symptoms  of  a clap,  which  really  may  be 
called  such,  are  a tickling,  extending,  and  burning 
sensation  in  the  urethra.  The  burning  sensation  in- 
eieases  gradually,  and  the  pain  is  almost  insupporta- 
ble while  making  water,  and  immediately  after  it. 
Now  the  discharge  appears,  first  thin  and  yellowish, 
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and  afterwards  more  thick,  and  rather  like  pus.  The 
pains  now,  while  making  water,  abate,  and  the  inflam- 
mation and  all  other  symptoms  decrease. 

§ 5. 

There  is  no  limited  time  for  the  primary  appear- 
ance of  a clap,  but  the  first  symptoms  take  place 
usually  about  the  fourth  day,  sometimes  sooner  and 
sometimes  much  later.  Not  rarely  the  discharge  im- 
mediately accompanies  the  tickling  and  burning  sensa- 
tion. This  may  probably  depend  upon  the  more  or 
less  destructive  power,  or  the  greater  virulence  and 
acrimony  of  the  infective  matter;  also  the  different  de- 
grees of  vigour  or  constitution  of  the  body,  must  alter 
in  a great  measure  the  symptoms  of  the  disorder. 

§6. 

Sometimes  after  the  infection,  there  remains  a cer- 
tain sensation  in  the  testicles,  seminal  strings,  and 
neighbouring  parts,  wandering  from  one  place  to  ano- 
ther, which  cannot  possibly  be  well  described,  and 
which,  after  some  time,  fixes  itself  in  a circumscribed 
place,  appearing  under  the  form  of  a clap,  chancre,  or 
bubo.  My  idea  of  this  phenomenon  is,  that  the  poison 
infects  immediately  the  nervous  system,  in  its  finest  ex- 
tremities: this  system  of  course  fights  and  strives  as  long 
as  possible  against  its  enemy,  till  at  las  the  finds  a place 
weak  enough  to  fix  his  abode.  I am  the  more  con- 
firmed in  this  opinion,  as  by  many  persons,  who  felt  this 
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early  sensation,  and  would  not  follow  my  advice,  the 
disorder  came  to  eruption ; whereas  in  others  it  was  pre- 
vented, by  administering  proper  medicines. 


§7. 

The  first  and  most  necessary  thing  is,  when  you 
suppose  yourself  to  be  infected  with  a clap,  to  wear  a 
suspensorium.  It  is  made  of  linen,  and  may  be  had  at 
a moderate  price,  of  any  surgeons’  instrument-maker. 
The  suspensorium  prevents  the  private  parts  from  being 
injured  by  walking,  or  by  their  natural  weight;  it  will 
therefore  prevent  swelling  of  the  testicles  and  of  all  the 
neighbouring  parts,  and  materially  contribute  to  the 
entire  cure  of  the  clap.  At  the  same  time  have  the 
lotion  No.  I.  prepared  : make  it  lukewarm,  and  wash 
all  the  private  parts  with  it,  but  chiefly  the  testicles  and 
the  groin,  about  five  or  six  times  a day.  It  strengthens 
the  parts,  and  enables  them  to  repulse,  with  greater 
vigour,  the  infective  matter.  Experience  has  shown 
me,  that  both  applications,  as  well  of  the  suspenso- 
rium, as  the  lotion,  are  excellent.  I have  had  diffe- 
rent cases,  in  which  immediately,  after  the  prickling 
sensation  and  other  forerunners  of  the  clap,  these  things 
were  applied,  it  caused  merely  a little  burning  and 
itching  in  the  urethra,  and  the  disorder  itself  was  to- 
tally prevented.  Even  in  many  eases,  where  married 
men  may  feel  a strange  sensation  on  the  private  parts, 
without  any  venereal  infection,  the  suspensorium  and 
the  lotion  might  prevent  many  inflammations  and 
swellings,  both  of  the  testicles  and  the  groin.  I have 
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seen  buboes  and  swellings  of  the  testicles,  that  were  by 
no  means  of  a syphilitic  nature:  they  were  easily  re- 
moved; but  I am  certain,  they  would  have  been  pre- 
vented entirely  by  the  suspensorium  and  the  lotion. 
When  the  clap  is  established,  die  suspensorium  is  es- 
sential, throughout  the  whole  process  of  cure.  There 
is  no  doubt,  that  it  is  the  most  effectual  means,  to  pre- 
vent swelling  in  the  groin  and  the  testicles.  And  if  it 
should  prevent  such  swelling  only  in  one  case  out  of  ten, 
it  will  be  well  worth  the  little  trouble  to  wear  it. 

§ 8. 

If  now  the  discharge  appears,  there  is  frequently  a 
cons’  lerable  inflammation  in  the  neighbouring  parts, 
chiefly  tne  glans  penis  is  very  much  inflamed  and  swelled 
on  the  forepart,  in  so  much,  that  the  orifice  stands  open 
lik**  two  red  lips.  The  burning  sensation  is  accompa- 
nied with  a spasm,  which  causes  the  opening  of  the  ori- 
fice. 

§ 9. 

Such  is  generally  the  state  of  the  patient,  when  he 
applies  for  medical  advice.  And  what  relief  had  he  to 
expect  formerly  ? and  how  badly  is  he  even  now  some- 
times treated  ! Purgatives  were  one  of  the  first  pre- 
scriptions, and  to  the  disgrace  of  our  profession,  be  it 
said,  are  even  now  frequently  administered.  Nothing 
can  be  more  injurious.  It  is  true,  they  often  make  the 
discharge  to  cease  immediately  : but  how  dreadful  are 
the  consequences  ! The  most  violent  inflammation  of 
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the  urethra,  spasm,  suppression  of  urine,  and  swelling 
of  the  glans  penis  to  an  enormous  size;  sometimes 
swellings  in  the  groin  and  testicles  take  place.  There- 
fore be  it  an  invariable  rule  for  you,  never  to  take  any 
purging  medicines,  in  a clap,  whatever  the  circum- 
stances may  be.  For  i f it  should  happen,  that  costive- 
ness must  be  removed  during  the  cure,  an  injection  of 
a simple  decoction  of  common  mallow-leaves  is  the  most 
effectual,  and  at  the  same  time  the  most  appropriate. 
Others  have  treated  the  clap,  and  still  do,  immedi- 
ately with  injections  of  sugar  of  lead,  sublimate,  or 
other  astringent  or  caustic  substances.  I have  seen 
administered  as  an  injection,  a solution  of  two  grains 
of  sublimate  in  one  ounce  of  water.  The  conse- 
quence was  horrid:  dreadful  pains,  inflammation,  and 
corrosion  made  the  poison  soon  to  pervade  the  whole 
system. 

§ 10. 

When  the  clap  is  now  established  as  before  stated, 
then  is  cleanliness  the  first  requisite  for  the  cure.  The 
frequent  washing  with  lukewarm  water,  is  such  an  ex- 
cellent thing,  that  by  its  means  and  the  drops  I shall 
soon  mention,  l have  removed  many  recent  claps.  You 
can  not  form  to  yourself  an  idea,  how  essential  cleanli- 
ness is  to  the  cure,  as  it  prevents  the  infective  corroding 
matter  from  remaining  too  long  in  contact  with  those 
so  sensible  parts.  But  the  ablution  ought  to  be  fre- 
quently repeated,  and  always  let  a few  drops  of  the 
warm  water  run  into  the  orifice,  in  order  to  sweep  away 
the  filth  as  near  as  possible  from  the  fountain  of  the*dis- 
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order.  For  the  seat  of  the  clap  is  generally  very  near 
to  the  orifice,  and  the  water  distilled  into  it  will  wash 
off  the  matter  from  the  very  spot.  Have  at  the  same 
time  the  drops  No.  II.  prepared,  and  take  every  third 
hour  about  forty  drops  in  water  or  beer.  If  your  con- 
stitution be  rather  strong,  you  may  take  sixty  and  rise 
gradually  to  eighty.  Do  not  suppose,  that  these  drops 
are  too  irritating:  by  no  means;  they  strengthen  the 
stomach,  and  therefore  the  whole  system.  The  opium 
principally  has  a most  wonderful  effect  upon  the  whole 
constitution,  and  enables  and  assists  it,  in  repulsing  the 
infective  enemy.  I frequently  have  cured  recent  clap^ 
by  washing  with  warm  water  and  these  drops. 


§ 11. 

If  the  inflammation  have  now  ceased,  but  the  dis- 
charge still  continues,  then  is  the  proper  time  for  injec- 
tions. Have  the  injection  No.  III.  made,  and  inject 
of  this  perfectly  innocent  medicine  freely,  about  eight 
or  ten  times  a day,  but  be  careful  to  have  it  always 
lukewarm.  All  external  applications  in  this  disorder 
ought  to  be  applied  in  a moderately  warm  temperature, 
for  cold  injections  and  cataplasms  have  often  proved 
very  dangerous.  But  these  injections  ought  to  be  given 
with  a careful  hand.  The  syringe,  by  which  the  injec- 
tions are  to  be  given,  must  not  irritate  the  passage.  It 
must  not  be  too  sharp  pointed;  but  conically  formed, 
made  of  ivory  or  pewter,  the  former  of  which  1 prefer. 
After  you  have  filled  your  syringe,  you  have  only  to  in- 
sert it  with  your  left  hand  in  the  orifice, then  press  the  lip& 
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close  with  the  thumb  and  forefinger  of  the  same  hand, 
and  discharge  it,  by  pushing  gently  down  the  forcer  with 
the  forefinger  of  the  right  hand.  If  the  pains  be  very 
violent,  while  making  water,  take  warm  milk  in  any 
convenient  vessel,  and  let  the  penis  be  immersed  in  it, 
till  the  milk  get  cold. 


§ 12. 

Hitherto  I have  described  the  clap  in  its  more  gen- 
tle appearance ; but  so  it  proves  not  always  to  be. 
Sometimes  the  discharge  is  very  corrosive,  and  of  a 
greenish  or  brownish  colour.  It  is  accompanied  with 
spasmodic  complaints;  the  discharge  of  the  urine  is 
very  troublesome  and  very  painful ; there  is  tenesmus, 
and  not  seldom  a mucous  matter  goes  off  by  the  anus. 
Here  mercury  must  be  added  to  the  drops  before 
mentioned.  Have  therefore  made,  instead  of  the 
drops  No.  II.  the  drops  No.  IV.  The  dose  certainly 
depends  upon  the  difference  of  bodily  constitution: 
some  persons  may  take  eighty  or  more  drops  without 
the  least  inconvenience,  and  others  will  be  obliged  to 
begin  with  twenty;  but  from  forty  to  sixty  drops  you 
may  take  with  safety,  encreasing  the  dose  every  second 
day  with  five  drops,  until  you  come  to  about  eighty  or 
ninety  drops.  The  best  medium  in  which  you  can  take 
these  drops,  is  a tea-cupful  of  barley  or  rice-water 
Take  them  twice  a-day,  about  eight  in  the  morning 
and  ten  o’clock  at  night.  These  drops  may  also  be 
taken  in  the  beginning  of  the  disorder.  They  are,  if 
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taken  according  to  ray  prescription,  perfectly  inno- 
cent, and  do  not  injure  the  constitution  in  the  smallest 
deg  ree,  and,  if  taken  early,  always  prevent  chancres 
and  other  syphilitic  symptoms.  I repeat  it  that  clean- 
liness is  the  chief  requisite  throughout  the  whole  cure; 
for  frequently  the  corrosive  matter,  not  carefully  washed 
away,  has  caused  malignant  ulcers,  and  has  made  the 
case  much  worse,  than  it  was  at  first.  If  the  matter  be 
very  thick,  so  as  to  lock  up  the  orifice,  and  to  cause 
pains  by  its  pressure,  nothing  can  be  better,  than  to 
put  the  penis  in  warm  milk  and  to  instil  or  inject  it 
into  the  orifice. 


§ 13. 

Respecting  diet  during  this  disorder,  it  is  in  general 
an  invariable  rule,  to  keep  as  close  to  your  usual  man- 
ner of  living  as  possible.  I prohibit  nothing  butpo;*&, 
water-fowl , salt,  and  acids.  Those  that  are  used  to 
drink  wine,  or  other  spirits,  may  continue'to drink  them, 
but  rather  sparingly  ; as  certainly  moderation,  in  eating 
and  drinking,  is  the  principal  rule  in  this  disorder.  By 
this  I mean,  never  overcharge  the  stomach,  but  eat  ra- 
ther frequently  and  little  at  a time.  Those  that  are 
used  to  drink  a great  deal,  if  it  be  beer,  will  do  better 
to  drink  half  beer  and  half  water.  Water  three  parts 
and  white  wine  one  part,  mixed  together  with  a little 
sugar,  is  preferable  to  any  other  beverage.  All  slimy 
beverages,  as  barley-water,  conjee-water, &e.  &<-.  weaken 
the  stomach,  and  do  in  general  more  harm  than  good. 
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§ 14. 

If  now, after  having  used  for  some  time  the  foremen- 
tioned  medicines,  the  burning  sensation  in  making  wa- 
ter, and  the  painful  erection  of  the  penis  ceases  ; when 
the  discharge  gets  more  consistent  and  less  in  quantity, 
then  the  patient  is  in  a better  way  : go  on  as  before ; but 
take  the  drops  without  the  mercury  or  No.  II.,  and  in 
most  cases  you  will  not  be  in  want  of  any  thing  else* 

§ 15. 

But  when  after  a fortnight’s  time,  and  the  removal 
of  the  other  symptoms,  still  there  should  remain  a dis- 
charge of  a thinnish  matter  or  slime,  of  a white  or  yel- 
lowish colour,  but  without  any  pain  ; then  you  may 
use  the  medicine  No.  V.  with  success.  Take  three  or 
four  times  a day  two  tea-spoonfuls  at  a time,  poured  on 
some  sugar  in -d  table-spoon,  with  some  wine  and  water. 
This  medicine  must  have  its  effect  at  least  in  a fort- 
night, otherwise  the  complaint  is  degenerated  into  a 
secondary  clap  or  gleet,  of  which  I shall  treat  in  the 
third  chapter.  Every  reasonable  man  and  practitioner 
knows  very  well,  that  this  disease,  by  the  best  treat- 
ment, will  at  times  baffle  even  the  most  experienced. 
These  are  the  cases,  where  the  sound  judgment  of  a 
rational  practitioner,  can  show  itself  in  its  greatest  splen- 
dour, when  the  poor  empiric  cannot  go  beyond  his 
alphabet.  But  him,  who  says,  that  he  never  failed,  that 
he  was  always  succesf'ul  in  his  practice  without  excep- 
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tion,  I can  only  laugh  at  and  despise.  I would  ask 
my  readers,  if  there  be  a place  in  the  world  where 
there  are  more  witnesses  of  the  stupidity,  ignorance, 
and  impudence  of  quacks  than  in  London?  Where 
are  there  more  strictures,  more  indurations  of  the  pros- 
tate gland,  more  fistula?  ani  and  urethrae,  and  many 
other  disorders,  that  remain  after  ill  treated  syphili- 
tic diseases,  than  in  London?  And  notwithstanding 
the  most  remarkable  cases,  which  we  find  published 
daily,  w herein  cures  have  been  performed,  that  seem  to 
be  almost  incredible,  and  which  would  make  a man 
hope,  that  nothing  of  this  kind  were  impossible  for  a 
London  seller  of  pills,  lozenges,  and  bougies,  still  the 
number  of  those  poor  sufferers  increases. 


§ 16. 

The  time  in  which  a clap  can  be  cured,  is  not  easily 
determined.  The  patient’s  constitution,  the  season  of 
the  year,  and  other  circumstances  decide.  The  wea- 
ther also  has  a most  important  influence;  if,  for  in- 
stance, in  fair  and  dry  weather,  a fortnight’s  time  be 
sufficient  for  the  cure,  it  will  require  double  that  time 
if  the  weather  be  rough,  cold,  and  damp.  Too  great  a 
degree  of  cold,  as  well  as  too  excessive  heat,  are  equally 
disadvantageous:  this  accounts  for  the  different  opi- 
nions of  authors,  some  describing  these  disorders  as 
being  obstinate  in  cold  climates,  and  others  equally  so 
in  hot  regions. 
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§ 17. 

No  patient  ought  to  desire  to  be  cured  in  a shorter 
time  than  nature  seems  to  permit.  If  he  have  confi- 
dence in  his  medical  attendant,  and  be  treated  by  him 
in  a judicious  and  rational  way,  he  ought  to  be  con- 
tented if  it  should  take  a little  more  time;  and  so  much 
the  more,  if  he  feels  himself  easy  during  the  time,  and 
does  not  lose  strength  ; for  he  soon  will  perceive  by  his 
treatment,  whether  he  be  in  the  right  or  in  the  wrong. 

§ 18. 

When  the  inflammation  is  very  great,  the  pains,  when 
the  penis  isin  erection,  are  sometimes  excessive,  the  frse- 
num  seems  then  to  be  more  contracted,  and  of  course 
the  penis  is  curved  downwards.  This  symptom  is  cal- 
led chordee , and  seems  to  be  very  frequently  the  com- 
panion of  claps  here  in  England.  I can  assure  my 
readers,  that  by  my  method  of  treatment,  chordee  sel- 
dom occurs:  it  also  requires  no  particular  treatment. 
The  dose  of  the  drops  No.  II.  may  be  increased,  and 
the  penis  frequently  bathed  in  warm  milk. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

Of  the  syphilitic  Clap  in  Females.  Blennorrhagia 
syphilitica  mulierum. 

§1- 

This  disease  corresponds  exactly  to  the  clap  in 
males*  so  that,  when  a man  cohabits  with  a woman 
having  this  disorder,  he  will  inmost  cases  get  a clap, 
and  on  the  other  hand  if  a woman  cohabits  with  a man 
suffering  in  a clap,  she  will  be  infected  with  this  disor- 
der. But  this  is  not  always  the  case;  and  there  are  in- 
stances known,  in  which  a clap  has  produced  a chancre, 
and  others  where  a chancre  has  caused  a clap. 

§ 2. 

It  is  necessary  to  distinguish  clearly,  between  the 
syphilitic  clap  in  women,  being  of  venereal  origin, 
from  the  common  whites,  which  are  by  no  means  of  a 
venereal  nature.  The  discharge  in  the  latter  remains 
for  a long  time  bland  and  uninfective;  whereas  the 
syphilitic  clap  is  infective  in  its  very  beginning,  and 
inoculates  the  real  syphilitic  clap  or  chancres  in  males. 

§3. 

The  syphilitic  clap  appears  in  women  nearly  under 
the  same  symptoms  as  in  men;  but  generally  less 
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violent.  At  first  there  is  an  itching  and  heat  in  the 
parts  with  inflammation,  but  considerably  less  than  in 
males.  The  seat  of  this  disorder  is  not  as  in  men,  in 
the  urethra,  but  in  the  vagina,  which  being  more  plia- 
ble and  more  lubricated  than  the  male  urethra,  is  not 
exposed  to  such  violent  inflammation;  although  I have 
seen  some  cases,  in  which  the  vagina,  lips,  nymphae, 
clitoris,  and  even  the  perin£eum  were  excessively  in- 
flamed * 

§ 

As  the  discharge  in  women  comes  in  contact  with  all 
the  neighbouring  parts,  it  often  is  by  negligence  and 
uncleanliness  very  corroding  and  destructive,  so  that 
it  frequently  makes  sore  the  upper  part  of  the  thigh, 
and  becomes  very  troublesome  and  painful  in  walking. 
If  the  inflammation  go  upwards,  it  may  even  reach  the 
orifice  of  the  womb,  and  spasms,  vomiting,  and  great 
pains  in  the  lower  part  of  the  belly  are  frequently  caused 
by  it.  But  as  these  accidentsin  a female  syphilitic  clap 
happen  but  seldom,  and  the  discharge  remains  often 
fora  long  time  without  pain,  it  is  the  reason,  that  so 
many  disorders  of  this  kind  are  concealed,  and  seldom 
come  under  the  eye  of  a practitioner,  until  they  are  be- 
come so  dangerous,  as  to  alarm  both  the  patient  and 
the  doctor.  Nothing  can  be  more  dangerous,  than  if  the 
inflammation  of  the  orifice  of  the  womb  should  form  an 
induration.  A cancer  in  the  womb  is  frequently  the 
consequence. 
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§ 5. 

Many  women  do  not  know  themselves  that  they  are 
infected.  They  believe  that  the  itching,  heat,  and  pains 
in  making  water,  are  a common  acrimony,  and  take  the 
discharge  for  the  simple  whites.  I anxiously  wish  for 
the  sake  of  the  fair  sex,  that  they  would  not  overlook 
the  first  symptoms  of  such  a disorder,  but  seek  for  re- 
lief on  the  first  alteration  in  their  private  parts.  One  of 
the  following  three  reasons  induces  women  not  unfre- 
quently  to  conceal  this  disorder. 

1.  The  female  feeling  of  shame.  But  this  must 
greatly  be  soothed  by  considering,  that  the  medical  at- 
tendant, if  he  be  an  honest  man,  is  as  secret  as  a father 
confessor,  and  not  half  so  troublesome;  for  he  has 
to  tlo  merely  with  the  restoration  of  the  patient’s  bodily 
health. 

2.  Sometimes  hard  necessity  forces  a poor  creature  to 
conceal  this  disorder,  when  she  lives  upon  the  produce  of 
her  charms.  But  for  those  persons,  there  are  now 
abundance  of  excellent  institutions,  and  they  ought 
to  be  punished  severely,  if  they  do  not  seek  for  relief 
in  proper  time. 

3.  It  is  a common  prejudice  that  the  cure  of  this  dis- 
order is  very  difficult  and  troublesome.  But  fora  ra- 
tional practitioner,  the  cure  is  neither  difficult,  nor  does 
it  require  an  uncommon  length  of  time. 
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§6. 

In  this  disorder  cleanliness  is  the  first  rule,  and  still 
more  so  than  in  the  male  clap.  As  a most  excellent 
lotion,  I can  recommend  No.  VI.  Take  a sponge, 
and  after  having  made  some  of  this  solution  lukewarm, 
cleanse  all  the  parts,  and  should  it  be  too  sharp,  which 
will  yet  seldom  be  the  case,  take 

Recipe.  Infusi  Lini  uncias  quatuor. 
mix  this  with  the  above  lotion  No.  VI.  and  use  it  in 
the  same  way  as  before.  When  you  unfold  the  plaits, 
you  will  frequently  find  little  sores ; here  washing  with 
this  solution  is  the  more  necessary,  but  it  must  be  done 
carefully  and  with  a spouge. 


§ 7- 

Injections  are  not  very  eligible  in  this  disorder,  for 
they  neither  enter  so  well  into  the  folds  of  the  skin, 
nor  is  the  seat  of  this  disease  in  general  so  high,  as  to  re- 
quire a syringe.  In  cases  where  this  instrument  js 
wanted,  the  operation  must  be  left  to  a surgeon,  as 
those  parts  may  easily  be  injured  by  an  improper  ma- 
nagement of  the  instrument,  as  well  as  the  direction  of 
the  injections  ; for  they  might,  if  applied  to  the  orifice 
of  the  womb,  cause  inflammation  and  induration  of  that 
part. 
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§ 8. 

The  greater  or  less  degree  of  the  virulence  of  this 
disorder,  depends  in  women  as  well  as  in  men,  upon 
the  internal  state  of  the  hodily  constitution.  This  the 
surgeon  ought  always  to  take  into  consideration;  and 
those  that  wish  to  assist  themselves,  may  take  the  drops 
No.  IV.  l»u'  instead  of  forty  drops,  they  must  begin 
with  thirty,  and  rise  every  second  day  with  five  drops 
successively,  to  fifty  or  sixty.  Should  these  drops  in 
some  cases  be  too  violent  for  the  constitution,  take 
first  the  dtops  No.  II.  to  the  amount  of  from  twenty 
to  fifty  drops,  and  try  again,  after  a few  days,  the  medi- 
cine No.  IV.  with  twenty  drops.  For  external  use, 
there  can  be  nothing  superior  to  the  lotion  No.  VI. 

§ 9. 

When  the  inflammation,  heat,  and  pain  of  the  parts, 
become  very  great,  take  the  lotion  No.  VII.  and 
moisten  wheat  bread  with  it,  after  having  made  it  a 
little  warm,  and  apply  it  with  a proper  bandage  to  the 
parts.  This  is  an  excellent  application.  Sometimes 
warm  milk,  used  in  the  same  manner,  gives  much  re- 
lief; but  it  must  not  be  repeated  lor  too  long  a time; 
the  parts  get  too  much  relaxed,  and  a secondary  clap 
or  the  whites  might  remain  in  consequence. 
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§ io. 

By  this  treatment  a syphilitic  clap  in  females,  if  not 
too  inveterate,  and  accompanied  with  other  severe 
symptoms,  will  be  removed.  The  cure  is  quite  safe, 
and  not  at  all  troublesome.  Inveterate  and  more  se- 
rious cases  of  this  kind,  require  personal  medical  assis- 
tance: but  then  so  to  a man,  who  deserves  vour  confi- 
dence,  and  never  seek  for  relief  from  a pill  manufac- 
turer or  a quack. 


CHAPTER  III. 

Of  the  secondary  Clap  or  Gleet  both  in  Males  and 
Females.  Blennorrhagia  syphilitica  secundaria. 

§1. 

The  proper  secondary  clap  or  gleet  in  both  sexes,  of 
which  I treat  in  the  present  chapter,  is  that  discharge 
which  remains  after  a real  syphilitic  clap.  The  dis- 
charge is  generally  thin  and  bland,  white  or  yellowish, 
and  distils  from  the  urethra  or  vagina  without  inflam- 
mation or  pain.  Sometimes  the  discharge  is  stained 
with  blood  stripes,  and  has  rather  the  appearance  of 
ichor;  but  in  this  case,  there  is  a real  ulcer  in  the  ure- 
thra or  vagina,  and  there  probably  still  remains  some 
syphilitic  poison,  which  may  be  concealed  for  a long 
while,  but  will  erupt  when  opportunity  serves.  It 
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must  be  allowed,  that  the  proper  application  of  bougies 
is  a most  powerful  remedy  in  such  cases  ; but  it  will  at 
the  same  time  require  internal  medicines,  if  any  vene- 
real poison  should  still  remain  in  the  body. 


§ 2. 

Wherever  there  is  any  suspicion  of  still  existing  sy- 
philitic infective  poison  in  the  constitution,  I can  not 
recommend  any  thing  with  greater  confidence,  than 
the  forementioned  drops,  No  IV.  If  taken  for  a long 
time,  they  generally  prove  successful. 


§ 3. 

If  the  gleet  be  not  inveterate  I recommend  to  male» 
the  injection  No.  VIII.  This  injection  belongs  to  that 
great  tribe  of  astringent  injections,  so  frequently,  and 
often  so  improperly  administered.  But  this  is  the  most 
innocent  and  safest  of  all,  and  is  generally  used  with 
success. 

§4. 

To  females  I recommend  the  injection  No.  IX.  This 
must  be  injected  either  by  a proper  vaginal  syringe;  or 
which  always  best  answers  the  purpose,  take  a soft  cot- 
ton rag  or  some  lint,  make  a cone  of  it,  wet  it  in  the 
solution  No.  IX.  and  apply  it  for  about  a quarter  of  an 
hour,  five  or  six  times  a day.  This  injection  may  also 
be  used  by  males,  if  the  gleet  will  not  yield  to  the  in- 
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jection  No.  VIII.  If  injections  of  a more  violent  nature 
should  be  requisite,  such  as  call  causticinn , vitriol , 
burnt  ( ilum , or  nitrated  silver , they  must  be  accommo- 
dated to  the  individual  case  by  a professional  man. 


§ 5. 

Respecting  injections  in  general,  it  may  not  be  im- 
proper to  make  the  following  remark : it  very  fre- 
quently happens,  that  our  patients,  after  having  in- 
jected for  some  time,  feel  considerable  relief,  and  then 
become  careless  in  the  application;  so  that  they  often 
neglect  it  for  a whole  day.  But  this  is  attended  with 
the  most  hurtful  consequences ; for  if  the  complaint 
be  not  totally  eradicated,  and  the  regular  injections 
discontinued  but  for  a single  day,  the  discharge  in- 
creases suddenly,  and  often  requires  a considerable 
time  to  make  up  for  this  neglect.  I therefore  advise 
all  those  who  are  suffering  from  gleets,  and  using  in- 
jections, to  make  it  an  invariable  rule,  to  inject  daily 
five  or  more  times,  at  certain  hours,  and  when  even  the 
discharge  has  entirely  ceased,  still  to  continue,  at  least 
for  a fortnight,  and  then  to  discontinue,  the  syringe 
gradually,  and  not  at  once. 


§ 6. 

The  gleets  are  generally  accompanied  with  great 
weakness  of  the  whole  constitution  and  relaxation  of 
the  fibres,  chiefly  in  the  private  parts.  Strengthening 
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and  nourishing  diet  is  therefore  necessarily  required, 
and  will  of  itself  frequently  remove  the  complaint.  As 
an  assistant  for  the  organs  ot  digestion  I recommend  the 
prescription  No.  X.  Of  this  medicine  take,  every  third 
hour , two  table-spoonfuls.  A female,  or  a person  of  a de- 
licate constitution,  may  begin  with  one  spoonful  every 
second  hour;  and,  if  possible,  divide  your  time  in  such 
manner,  that  the  dose  shall  always  be  taken  an  hour  be- 
fore each  meal.  Eat  but  little  at  once,  so  that  your  sto- 
mach may  never  be  overcharged,  and  that  it  may  have 
time  to  digest  its  contents:  but  what  you  eat  must  be 
nourishing  and  good ; as  butcher’s  meat  of  all  kinds, 
(except  pork)  fowl,  eggs,  broth,  arrow  root,  jellies,  and 
a good  glass  of  port  wine,  three  or  four  times  a- day,  if 
you  be  not  too  costive,  in  which  case  genuine  old  Ma- 
deira is  preferable.  Never  take  any  purgatives,  but 
if  you  think  that  you  absolutely  want  a motion,  an 
injection  will  perfectly  answer  the  purpose. 

1 7. 

The  cold  bath  has  proved  effectual  in  Some  of  the 
most  inveterate  cases,  and  where  all  other  remedies 
failed.  The  mineral  waters,  if  they  contain  iron  and 
sulphur,  are  most  excellent  for  bathing ; and  there  is 
no  doubt,  that  prepared  steel  water,  applied  as  a topi- 
cal bath  on  the  private  parts,  has  often  proved  sucess- 
ful.  The  sea-bath  also  has  frequently  been  used  with 
great  success. 
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§ 8* 

In  all  such  cases,  where  mineral  waters  or  prepared 
steel  water  can  not  be  had,  I strongly  recommend  to 
persons  affected  with  a gleet,  to  wash  regularly,  in  the 
morning  and  evening,  their  genital  and  neighbouring 
parts  with  cold  brandy  and  water,  one  third  brandy  and 
two  thirds  water.  This  is  a most  excellent  thing,  and 
in  general  more  salubrious  in  weakness  and  debility  ot 
the  private  parts,  than  many  highly  recommended  and 
costly  pills  and  tinctures.  The  gleet  certainly  is  one 
of  the  most  obstinate  complaints;  but  genius,  expe- 
rience, and  assiduity,  often  perform  wonderful  cures. 


CHAPTER  IV. 


Of  Chancres.  Ulcera  syphilitica  primitiva. 


§1. 

The  word  chancre  is  derived  from  the  Latin  word 
cancer , which  in  medicine  signifies  a corrosive  ulcer. 
Many  authors  have  rejected  the  word  chancres , think- 
ing it  too  indeterminate,  and  call  them  venereal  or  sy- 
philitic ulcers.  But  the  name  chancre  is  so  well  un- 
derstood, and  so  generally  acknowledged,  that  there 
does  not  appear  any  just  reason  to  change  it. 
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§ 2. 

Chancres  may  appear  on  almost  every  part  of  the 
body,  but  when  we  mention  recent  chancres,  we  gene- 
rally mean  those  on  the  genitals;  for  there  they  most 
commonly  make  their  appearance,  and  are  almost  as  fre- 
quently  the  consequence  of  an  unclean  coition  as  the 
blennorrhagy  itself. 

§ 3. 

Chancres  are  little  pustules  or  bladders,  that  appear 
on  the  genitals  after  an  unclean  copulation.  After 
some  days,  they  form  a little  corroding  ulcer  with  a 
foul  surface,  having  somewhat  the  resemblance  of  bacon 
fat.  In  males  they  commonly  appear  on  the  inside  of 
the  prepuce  chiefly  under  the  glans  penis,  near  to  the 
small  ligament  which  connects  the  prepuce  to  the 
glans  ; or  on  the  glans  itself.  In  females  their  seat 
is  on  the  great  and  small  lips  of  the  parts,  on  the  cli- 
toris, and  sometimes  in  the  vagina  itself. 

§ 4- 

There  is  no  limited  time  for  the  first  appearance  of 
chancres  after  an  unclean  copulation;  but  we  may 
reckon  the  medium  to  be  between  the  third  and  se- 
venth day:  yet  I have  seen  them  appear  within  the 
first  twenty-four  hours,  and  at  other  times  as  late  as 
three  weeks  after  infection. 
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§ 5. 

Cleanliness  may  prove  effectual  in  preventing  chan- 
crous  eruptions,  or  at  least,  in  rendering  them  much 
milder  and  less  corrosive,  than  they  would  otherwise 
be,  agreeably  to  what  was  advanced  in  the  chapter  on 
blennorrhagia.  The  syphilitic  poison  causing  chan- 
cres, must  remain  for  some  time  in  contact  with  the 
epidermis,  before  its  corroding  effect  can  take  place: 
if,  therefore,  the  poison  be  washed  or  swept  away  from 
such  parts  at  an  early  period,  the  cause  of  the  malady 
is  removed  and  the  disease  itself  prevented.  Chancres 
chiefly  appear  between  the  prepuce  and  glans,  and 
most  frequently  upon  that  very  part  where  the  pre- 
puce join9  the  glans.  This  appears  a clear  proof,  that 
those  parts  which  may  be  irrigated  while  making  water, 
are  not  so  much  exposed  to  be  infected  by  chancres. 
If  we  therefore,  with  great  care,  after  an  unclean  coi- 
tion, or  whenever  we  think  it  suspicious,  unfold  all  the 
wrinkles  of  the  prepuce,  and  wash  them  carefully  with 
the  above-mentioned  lotion  No.  VI.  we  shall  but  rarely 
have  cause  to  fear  infection. 

♦ 

§ 6. 

When  chancres  now,  by  omitting  such  precautions, 
are  really  established,  it  becomes  absolutely  neces- 
sary, to  treat  them  as  well  internally  as  externally; 
for  there  is  an  open  and  visible  wound,  of  course  the 
syphilitic  poison  is  carried  into  the  mass  of  blood,  and 
therefore  renders  the  internal  use  of  mercury  just  as  ne- 
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cessary  as  in  ail  other  syphilitic  disorders.  And  if’  even 
we  allow,  that  in  the  first  period  of  a chancre,  the 
poison  might  be  entirely  drawn  out  of  the  wound  by 
external  applications,  still  I think  it  not  superfluous, 
if  merely  as  a preservative,  to  take  the  drops  No.  IV. : 
for  these  drops  to  a certainty  will  prevent  the  further 
propagation  of  the  poison  in  the  body.  I may  even 
affirm  that  they  immediately  arrest  its  process;  and 
any  patient  taking  them,  may  rely  on  their  efficacy  in 
preventing  all  bad  consequences. 


§ 7. 

As  soon  therefore  as  you  perceive  such  a sore,  as  be- 
fore described,  on  your  private  parts,  and  you  are  con- 
vinced that  it  is  of  venereal  origin,  (and  I think,  this 
you  will  best  know  yourself)  have  immediately  the 
ointment  No.  XI.  made.  If  the  chancre  be  now  deep, 
take  a small  piece  of  lint,  and  spread  some  of  this  un- 
guent thinly  on  it,  and  lay  it  upon  the  sore  between  the 
prepuce  and  glans.  If  the  ulcer  be  but  flat,  a bit 
of  very  fine  linen  rag,  smeared  with  the  same  unguent, 
is  preferable.  Sometimes  it  is  sufficient  to  smear  but 
a little  unguent  upon  the  sore,  without  any  lint  or  rag 
at  all.  If  the  chancres  be  malignant,  they  must  be 
dressed  twice  a day ; if  recent  and  not  painful,  once  in 
twenty-four  hours  is  sufficient.  Always  before  you  ap- 
ply a fresh  unguent,  wash  and  cleanse  all  the  parts  with 
lukewarm  water.  At  the  same  time  have  the  drops 
No.  IV.  ready,  and  begin  with  taking  fifty  drops  morn- 
insr  and  evening.  After  two  days,  rise  five  drops,  so

that  instead  of  taking  fifty  you  take  fifty-five;  after 
other  two  days  vise  again  five  drops,  and  so  on,  every 
two  days  five  drops  more,  until  you  come  as  high  as 
eighty  or  ninety.  Tins  dose  you  continue  to  take, 
until  tlie  symptoms  shall  have  disappeared ; and  then 
again  take  every  day  ten  drops  less,  until  reduced  to 
ten,  when  you  discontinue  them  entirely,  and  the  cure 
will  be  perfectly  and  radically  completed. 


§ 8. 

After  having  applied  the  unguent  No.  XI.  for  some 
time,  and  the  wound  assumes  a clean  appearance, 
take  the  ointment  No.  XII.;  use  it  as  before,  and  the 
wound  will  heal  gradually.  But  if  there  be  the  least 
re-appearance  of  uncleanliness  in  the  wound,  have  im- 
mediately recourse  to  the  unguent  No.  XI.  and  apply 
it  until  the  drops  have  had  their  effect,  and  destroyed 
the  syphilitic  poison  throughout  the  whole  system, 
when  the  chancres  will  disappear  almost  of  their  own 
accord., 

§ 9. 

It  is  now  to  be  hoped,  that  after  having  perused 
what  has  already  beeu  advanced,  persons  affected  with 
chancres,  in  case  they  should  apply  for  medical  aid, 
will  be  enabled  to  judge,  in  a competent  degree,  whe- 
ther they  are  properly  treated  or  otherwise.  You  ought 
to  be  particularly  careful,  that  no  preparations  of  lead, 
such  as  sugar  of  lead,  or  Goulard’s  water,  shall  be  ad- 
ministered, as  is  frequently  done  by  ignorant  people. 
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For  although  a solution  of  lead  may  be  very  useful  in 
certain  cases,  and  chiefly  towards  the  completion  of  a 
cure,  for  strengthening  the  parts,  &c.  it  generally  re- 
tains the  syphilitic  poison  in  the  body,  and  seems  to 
counteract  the  good  effect  of  the  mercury. 

§ 10. 

Many  surgeons  immediately  apply  caustics,  such  as 
nitrated  silver,  or  lapis  causticus.  In  the  course  of  my 
practice  I have  seldom  needed  to  use  either  of  these. 
I have  seen,  very  lately,  several  instances  of  chancres 
which  have  re-appeared  without  any  fresh  infection, 
that  had  been  removed  a year  ago  by  caustics.  I 
strongly  recommend  to  my  readers,  never  to  use  any 
caustic  themselves;  but  in  cases,  where  they  think  it 
must  be  applied,  at  least  to  leave  it  to  the  manage- 
ment of  a skilful  surgeon. 

§ 11. 

\yhen  chancres  appear  on  other  parts  of  the  body, 
their  seat  in  general  will  determine,  whether  they  still 
are  to  be  considered  as  local,  or  as  symptomatic  of  the 
pox.  For  instance,  chancres  on  the  nipple  of  the  breast, 
on  the  anus,  and  wounds  that  come  accidentally  in  con- 
tact with  syphilitic  poison,  may  still  be  local.  When 
sores  appear  in  the  mouth,  and  you  are  certain  that  they 
are  of  venereal  origin,  (for  not  every  inflammation  or 
little  sore  in  the  throat, is  always  ofa  chancrous  nature,) 
then  take  the  solution  No.  XIII.  and  touch  the  sores 
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with  it  three  times  a day,  with  a small  camel-hair  brush. 
It  will  be  necessary  from  time  to  time  to  use  the  gar- 
gle No.  XIV.  I do  not  wish  you  to  gargle  very  vio- 
lently with  this  solution;  but  merely  to  take  some  of 
it  in  your  mouth,  to  keep  it  there  for  a few  minutes, 
and  then  to  spit  it  out. 


§ 12. 

There  is  another  affection  of  the  throat,  which  takes 
its  origin  from  a former  syphilitic  disorder.  The 
throat  is  now  and  then  red  and  inflamed,  there  is  a 
burning  and  itching  sensation  in  it;  sometimes  it  is 
choaked  up  with  slime,  very  difficult  to  be  brought  up ; 
which  indeed  is  a very  irksome  complaint.  This  dis- 
order may  often  remain  for  years,  and  being  taken  for 
a common  affection  of  the  throat,  is  treated  with  sof- 
tening and  astringent  gargles.  This  disorder  will  some- 
times neither  yield  to  mercury  nor  to  opium.  The  mix- 
ture No.  XV.  I have  found  exceedinglv  useful  in  seve- 
ral  such  cases.  Of  this  medicine  every  third  hour,  one 
table-spoonful  may  be  swallowed.  As  a gargle  in  the 
like  cases,  I can  highly  recommend  No.  XVI.  Take 
several  times  during  the  day  some  of  it  in  your  mouth, 
and  after  a few  minutes  spit  it  out. 

§ 13. 

i 

If  the  chancres  on  the  penis  have  already  destroyed 
part  of  the  glans,  and  are  forming  complicated  and  fis- 
tulous ulcers,  it  is  evident  that  the  patient  ought  to  call 
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in  surgical  assistance;  but  then  he  should  go  to  a man, 
whose  reputation  is  founded  upon  real  and  acknowledged 
merit,  and  not  on  a number  of  embellished  cases,  or  ri- 
diculous puffs,  in  the  newspapers. 


CHAPTER  V. 

Of  Buboes.  Bubo  syphiliticus. 

§1* 

W HEN  the  lymphatic  glands,  in  the  groin  or  in  the 
armpits,  swell  so  as  to  cause  a tumour,  we  call  them 
buboes.  These  are  of  a double  nature,  viz.  syphilitic 
buboes,  and  constitutional  buboes.  The  latter  may. 
arise  from  scrophutous  or  other  disposition,  but  here 
we  have  to  do  merely  with  the  buboes  arising  from  ve- 
nereal infection. 

§ 2‘. 

The  syphilitic  bubo  may  be  primary  or  secondary, 
that  is  to  say,  it  may  be  either  the  syphilitic  disorder 
itself,  or  a symptom  of  a clap  or  chancre.  In  the  for- 
mer case  or  primary  bubo,  the  poison  passing  through 
the  absorbent  system  to  the  groin,  did  not  hitherto  find 
a part  disposed,  or  weak  enough,  to  be  infected  by  it; 
and  therefore  fixed  its  abode  here,  as  being  the  weakest 
and  the  most  susceptible  part  of  the  body  for  the  recep- 
tion of  the  syphilitic  poison. 
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§3. 

There  are  different  classifications  of  the  buboes; 
and  almost  each  author  has  his  own  way  of  arranging 
them.  The  most  useful  division  is  undoubtedly  into 
inflamed  and  uninflamed  buboes;  for  their  external 
treatment  is  quite  different.  Internally,  indeed,  their 
treatment  will  not  differ  much,  for  each  bubo,  if  it  be 
but  of  syphilitic  nature,  requires  absolutely  the  internal 
use  of  mercury. 

§ 4. 

On  the  first  appearance  of  a venereal  bubo,  imme- 
diately take  the  dvops  No.  IV.  as  prescribed  in  the 
chapter  on  chancres.  The  main  end  in  view  is  now  to 
destroy  the  tumour:  for  this  purpose  take  the  salve 
No.  XVII.  spread  it  pretty  thick  upon  linen  or  leather, 
and  lay  it  once  in  twenty-four  hours  fresh  upon  the 
bubo,  so  as  to  cover  it  entirely;  this  plaster  I have  used 
with  the  greatest  success,  and  prefer  it  in  this  case  to 
any  other  plaster  or  ointment.  Whenever  there  is  the 
least  appearance  of  tumour  in  the  groin,  or  even  but 
an  extending  sensation,  do  not  hesitate  immediately  to 
apply  this  plaster,  and  very  soon  those  little  symptoms 
will  disappear. 

§ 5. 

If  the  buboes  be  very  much  inflamed  and  painful,  a 
cataplasm  of  wheaten  bread,  moistened  thoroughly  with 
the  lotion  No.  VII.  made  milk  warm,  is  the  most  useful 
remedy.  If  they  be  very  painful,  the  patient  may 
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take  (besides  the  drops  No.  IV.)  every  second  hour, 
forty  drops  of  No.  II.  When  the  inflammation  is  re- 
moved, the  above-mentioned  plaster  must  again  be 
laid  on,  and  the  drops  No.  IV.  be  taken  as  prescribed, 
until  the  bubo  entirely  disappear. 

§6. 

The  dissolution  of  the  buboes  will  not  always  suc- 
ceed, particularly  if  the  proper  remedies  are  not  admi- 
nistered at  an  early  period.  If  the  bubo  be  so  far  ad- 
vanced as  to  be  elastic  to  the  pressure  of  the  finger, 
you  may  presume  that  there  is  already  a great  collec- 
tion of  matter,  and  then  the  dissolving  method  is  fruit- 
less. To  assist  the  ripening  and  opening  of  the  bubo 
is  now  the  end  proposed;  but  this  opening  must  be 
performed  by  nature,  not  by  the  knife.  It  certainly 
may  happen,  that  an  artificial  opening  will  be  requi- 
site., which  must  then  be  determined  by  a skilful  surgeon; 
but  the  only  case,  where  such  an  opening  is  necessary, 
is  the  following,  viz.  if  you  perceive  a beating  sensation, 
like  the  pulsation  of  an  artery  in  the  inside  and  towards 
the  bottom  of  the  bubo,  and  at  the  same  time,  the 
outside,  notwithstanding  all  softening  and  ripening  ap- 
plications, still  remains  hard.  But,  if  you  feel  the  elas- 
tic counteraction  under  your  finger,  then  this  is  not  such 
a case;  and  there  is  hope,  that  the  bubo  will  open  in  the 
natural  way,  which,  as  before  mentioned,  is  always 
preferable  to  artificial  opening. 
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§7. 

The  best  application  for  ripening  a bubo,  is  a poul- 
tice of  bread,  milk,  and  saffron;  but  neither  too  hot 
nor  too  cold,  for  too  great  heat  as  well  as  too  great 
cold  retards  maturation.  At  the  same  time  continue 
with  the  drops  No.  IV.  even  if  the  bubo  be  already 
open  ; for  you  can  not  be  too  careful  to  have  eradicated 
all  the  syphilitic  poison,  which  otherwise  might  remain 
in  the  system,  and  this  becomes  the  more  requisite,  if 
the  bubo  should  not  be  the  only  symptom  of  the  syphi- 
litic disease,  but  combined  with  clap  and  chancre. 

§ 8. 

If  by  these  means  the  bubo  be  opened,  do  not  be  too 
anxious  to  enlarge  the  opening;  you  may  be  fully  per- 
suaded, that  nature  will  make  it  large  enough  to  emit 
the  matter.  If  the  opening  should  be  rather  too  small, 
you  may  enlarge  it  a little  with  a pair  of  scissars,  but 
beware  of  making  it  too  wide.  Take  now  the  solution 
No.  XVIII.  and  inject  some  of  it  with  a small  syringe 
twice  a-day ; and  keep  the  opening  from  closing  by 
means  of  a small  tent  of  lint,  which  you  may  smear 
with  a little  of  the  unguent  No.  XII.  The  bubo  by 
this  treatment  will  gradually  heal,  without  any  other 
external  application. 

§9.  - 

If  the  buboes  have  been  ill  treated,  and  are  in  a cor- 
rupted state,  the  wound  must  be  cleansed  by  means  of

the  unguent  No.  XI.,  as  recommended  in  chancres, 
either  smeared  on  a bit  of  lint,  and  laid  on  in  form  of 
a plaster,  or  as  a tent  gently  thrust  into  the  wound,  in 
case  the  opening  should  be  too  narrow.  This  must  be 
continued,  until  the  wound  be  perfectly  clean  and  issue 
good  matter.  Should  there  be  any  apprehension  of 
gangrene,  cataplasms  of  a decoction  of  Peruvian  bark 
will  generally  obviate  the  danger. 

§ 10- 

I flatter  myself  I have  not  omitted  any  thing  of  im- 
portance, that  ought  to  be  mentioned,  with  respect  to 
< omrnon  cases  of  this  kind,  and  am  fully  convinced,  that 
if  my  prescriptions  are  duly  attended  to,  they  will  an- 
swer the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  my  readers. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

Of  syphilitic  Swelling  in  the  Testicles.  Testiculus 

syphiliticus. 

§1. 

w HEN  after  a venereal  infection  the  testicles  swell, 
either  directly,  or,  which  is  commonly  the  case,  during 
a clap,  so  as  to  cause  pain  and  inflammation,  we  call 
it  testiculus  syphiliticus.  In  general,  the  testicles  are 
not  the  only  parts  affected,  but  also,  more  or  less,  the 
seminal  strings,  which  are  nothing  else  than  a prolon- 
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gat  km  of  them,  containing  (besides  arteries,  veins, 
nerves,  and  lymphatic  vessels)  those  vessels  that  carry 
the  semen  to  its  receptacles  the  seminal  bladders,  alter 
it  has  been  prepared  in  the  testicles. 

§2. 

It  has  been  doubted,  whether  the  swelling  of  those 
parts  might  be  considered  as  a real  metastasis  of  the 
syphilitic  poison.  But  when  we  consider,  that  the  tes- 
ticles are  provided  with  a great  apparatus  of  lymphatic 
vessels;  that  they  stand  in  the  nearest  relation  to  the 
affected  parts;  and  chiefly,  that  the  discharge  during 
a clap  diminishes  as  soon  as  an  inflammation  in  them 
takes  place,  nay  sometimes  is  entirely  stopped,  we  seem 
to  be  authorised  to  call  it  a real  venereal  metastasis. 


§ 3. 

Commonly  there  is  only  one  testicle  affected  at  a 
time;  but  then  the  irritation  is  so  great,  that  shortly  it 
swells  to  an  enormous  size,  and  will  be  often  four  or 
five  times  bigger  than  in  its  natural  state.  All  parts 
are  of  course  very  much  extended,  the  inflammation  is 
considerable,  and  the  pains  are  often  dreadful. 

§4. 

The  swelling  of  the  testicles,  during  a clap,  may 
proceed  from  different  causes,  the  principal  of  which  | 
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shall  mention,  in  order  that  this  painful  and  dangerous 
symptom  may  be  avoided. 

1.  Too  violent  motion,  such  as  walking  fast,  riding 
on  horseback,  &c.  particularly  if  the  patient  do  not 
wear  the  suspensorium,  as  recommended  above. 

2.  Cold  has  often  caused  it,  and  I know  an  instance 
in  which  a gentleman  became  affected,  by  making  water 
at  the  corner  of  a street,  where  he  was  exposed  to  a cold 
air. 


3.  Purgatives.  Swediaur  relates  a remarkable  case 
of  this  kind,  which  he  himself  experienced. 

4.  All  improper  injections,  and  chiefly  in  the  inflam- 
matory state  of  a clap. 

5.  Bougies,  if  applied  in  the  early  period  of  a vene- 
real affection. 

6.  Coition. 

These,  1 think,  are  the  principal  causes  by  which, 
during  a clap,  a swelling  of  the  testicles  may  be  occa- 
sioned, the  most  of  which  can  be  easily  avoided. 

§5. 

Whenever  the  first  symptoms  of  this  disorder  ap- 
pear, immediately  apply  the  suspensorium,  if  you  have 
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neglected  it  hitherto,  and  keep  yourself  as  quiet  as  pos- 
sible and  when  at  home  lay  down  on  a couch.  Sometimes 
the  swelling  of  a testicle  is  accompanied  with  very  violent 
colic  pains,  vomiting,  fever,  delirium,  and  excessive  in- 
flammation. Here  bleeding  to  the  amount  of  eight  or 
twelve  ounces,  according  to  the  constitution  and  habit 
of  body,  is  highly  advisable.  For  external  applica- 
tion, nothing  can  be  preferable  to  cataplasms  of  No. 
VII.  Take  a large  compress,  moisten  it  with  this 
lotion,  and  lay  it  round  the  testicle;  a suspensoriuin 
sufficiently  wide,  will  both  sustain  the  parts,  and  keep 
the  compress  close  to  them.  I apply  it  moderately  warm, 
and  always  experience  less  induration  after  it,  than 
when  it  is  applied  quite  cold.  Here  of  course,  as  in 
every  other  inflammatory  disease,  the  diet  must  be  low, 
and  spirits  and  strong-seasoned  food  avoided.  Let 
emulsions  of  almonds,  figs,  or  barley  water,  be  the  only 
beverage.  Injections  of  an  infusion  of  common  mal- 
low-leaves with  a little  salt  and  sweet  oil,  are  most  ad- 
visable, whenever  costiveness  prevails. 

§ 6. 

If  the  symptoms  be  less  violent,  take  the  liniment 
No.  XIX.  and  rub  gently  from  time  to  time  a tea- 
spoonful into  the  swelled  testicle,  and  wash  at  the  same 
time  the  groin  with  the  lotion  No.  1.  Another  excel- 
lent remedy  is  the  herbs  No.  XX.  Boil  them  a few 
minutes  in  a pint  of  wine,  and  apply  the  decoctiou 
with  compresses  moderately  warm;  but  abstain  from 
all  poultices  of  the  softening  kind,  as  bread  or  flour 
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boiled  in  milk,  &c. ; for  they  might  cause  a suppuration, 
which  must  carefully  be  avoided. 

§ 7. 

Y\  hen  fever  and  delirium  accompany  this  disorder, 
it  will  of  course  require  the  assistance  of  a medical 
man,  where  perhaps  bleeding,  or  nitre  and  sal  ammo- 
niac will  be  administered.  If  the  case  seem  not  to  be 
so  pressing,  but  the  blood  rather  agitated,  the  medicine 
No.  XXI.  may  be  used  with  great  success.  Take  every 
hour  one  tea-spoonful  in  a tea-cupful  of  water. 


§ 8. 

When  the  discharge  of  the  clap  is  stopped,  bathe 
the  penis,  but  not  the  testicles,  in  warm  milk,  or  use 
the  steam  bath  of  boiled  water  and  vinegar,  properly 
directed  on  the  penis,  until  the  discharge  issues  again. 
Sometimes  the  cataplasms  of  the  herbs  No.  XX.  will 
have  the  same  effect.  The  drops  No.  II.  must  conti- 
nually be  taken,  every  third  hour  forty  or  fifty  drops, 
and  if  the  pains  during  the  night  be  very  violent,  the 
powder  No.  XXII.  will  be  found  very  useful.  Take 
it  in  the  evening,  before  you  go  to  rest,  in  a little 
water. 

§ 9- 

There  frequently  remains,  for  a considerable  time, 
an  induration  in  the  testicle,  even  after  the  venereal 
disorder  is  entirely  removed.  It  seldom  is  dangerous. 
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decreases  gradually,  and  may  be  assisted  by  rubbing 
it  with  the  liniment  No.  XIX. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

Of  the  syphilitic  inflammation  of  the  prostate 
Gland.  Prostata  Syphilitica. 


§1- 

The  syphilitic  inflammation  of  the  prostate  gland, 
almost  always  requires  the  personal  assistance  of  a sur- 
geon, wherefore  I shall  give  but  a few  hints  respecting 
this  dreadful  but  fortunately  rare  complaint. 


§ 2. 

The  prostate  gland  is  situated  on  the  root  of  the  penis, 
between  the  neck  of  the  urinary  bladder  and  bulbous 
part  of  the  urethra,  which  latter  being  the  passage  for 
the  urine,  goes  partly  through  the  substance  of  this 
gland. 


The  syphilitic  inflammation  of  the  prostate  gland 
can  be  produced  by  the  same  causes  that  produce  the 
inflammation  of  the  testicles.  Its  ^symptoms  are  the 
following;  heat  and  a sensation  of  heaviness  in  the 
perinseum;  the  pains  increase,  when  the  patient  goes 
to  stool,  and  by  putting  the  Anger  into  the  anus,  the 
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enlarged  gland  may  be  felt.  The  most  dangerous 
symptom  is  the  suppression  of  urine,  the  cavity  of  the 
urinary  passage  being  diminished  by  the  swelled 
gland. 

§ 4. 

Sometimes  the  blood  is  very  much  agitated,  the 
pulse  hard,  frequent,  and  full,  and  all  the  other  symp- 
toms of  inflammatory  fever  take  place.  Bleeding, 
leeches  applied  to  the  perinaeum,  and  emollient  injec- 
tions as  before  prescribed,  are  the  most  salubrious  re- 
medies. The  diet  must  be  low,  and  much  drinking 
avoided;  instead  of  which  the  patient  may  suck  a 
lemon  or  orange,  and  if  he  can  not  totally  abstain  from 
drinking,  he  must  indulge  but  in  small  quantities  at  a 
time. 

§ 5. 

But  all  these  remedies  are  often  useless,  and  the 
danger  increases  every  moment.  Under  such  circum- 
stances, therefore,  1 advise  you,  to  send  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible for  an  eminent  surgeon  ; for  if  the  urine  be  not 
drawn  off,  by  means  of  a catheter,  the  bladder  at  last, 
being  overcharged,  and  filled  to  its  utmost  stretch, 
must  burst,  which  if  done  in  the  abdomen,  causes 
death. 

§ 6. 

All  other  maladies  of  this  gland,  such  as  indurations, 
suppurations,  and  fistulae,  as  well  as  strictures  in  the 
urethra,  are  so  complicated  and  require  so  much  con- 
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sideration  for  each  individual  case,  that  it  would  here 
be  presumption  to  give  advice  ; for  the  most  learned 
and  experienced  men  daily  meet  with  extraordinary 
cases  of  this  kind,  that  frequently  baffle  all  their  genius, 
and  industry. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 


Of  syphilitic  Contraction  of  the  Prepuce  over  the 
Gians  Penis.  Phimosis. 


§1. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  state,  that  the  contraction  of 
the  prepuce  very  often  takes  place  in  the  natural  state 
of  the  penis,  or  without  any  venereal  infection.  It  is 
easily  removed,  either  by  proper  external  application, 
or  incision.  But  this  disorder  does  not  belong  to  the 
plan  of  this  work. 


The  syphilitic  contraction  of  the  prepuce  over  the 
glans  penis,  or  the  impossibility  of  uncovering  the 
glans  penis,  called  phimosis,  is  the  subject  of  the  pre- 
sent chapter.  Phimosis  is  generally  caused  by  chan- 
cres or  syphilitic  ulcers,  situated  within  the  prepuce, 
beingso  much  inflamed,  to  cause  swelling,  heat,  and 
pain. 
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ga- 
in the  early  period  of  a phimosis,  the  bathing  with 
warm  milk  will  be  sufficient  to  remove  the  inflammation, 
and  consequently  the  contraction  of  the  prepuce;  but 
if  the  phimosis  be  far  advanced,  the  solution  No.  XXIII. 
will  best  answer  the  purpose.  This  may  either  be  ap- 
plied by  compresses  moistened  with  this  solution,  or  in 
form  of  a poultice,  with  bread  crumbs. 

§ 4. 

If  there  be  room  enough  between  the  glans  and  the 
prepuce,  to  insert  a small  syringe,  inject  of  the  above 
solution  No.  XXI II.  four  or  five  times  a day.  By 
this  meansyou  will  wash  away  the  venereal  matter,  and 
remove  the  inflammation.  To  be  enabled  to  get  the 
syringe  between  the  prepuce  and  glans  penis,  either  the 
above  mentioned  cataplasms  or  a steam-bath  of  boiled 
vinegar  andwater  will  beeffectual.  In  usingthe  syringe, 
after  the  injection  is  performed,  draw  it  gently  back, 
compress  at  the  same  time  the  prepuce  with  your  left 
fingers,  to  retain  the  fluid  for  some  time  between  the 
prepuce  and  the  glans  penis,  and  by  gently  squeezing, 
it  will  lubricate  the  glans  in  its  whole  circumierence. 

§ 5. 

If  now  by  these  means  the  prepuce  can  be  drawn 
back,  the  chancres  will  be  obvious,  and  are  to  be  treated, 
as  prescribed  in  the  fourth  chapter.  It  assists  very 
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much  the  cure  of  a phimosis,  if  the  penis  is  kept  some- 
what in  an  horizontal  position,  so  as  to  prevent  the  af- 
flux of  the  humours  to  the  affected  part. 

§ 6. 

Notwithstanding  all  these  precautions,  incision  will 
sometimes  become  necessary  ; but  this  operation  must 
be  performed  by  a skilful  surgeon : it  is  indeed  a prac- 
tice with  some  young  and  inexperienced  surgeons  to 
be  too  forward  in  making;  this  incision.  It  never  ought 
to  be  done  but  in  cases  of  the  utmost  necessity.  An 
operation  of  this  kind  is  always  dangerous.  The  he- 
morrhage is  often  considerable,  the  venereal  poison  has 
an  easy  access  into  the  mass  of  the  blood,  and  the  wound 
frequently  becomes  malignant,  nay,  the  penis  will  be 
sometimes  so  deformed,  as  to  render  coition  very  diffi- 
cult, painful,  or  even  impossible.  As  long  as  water 
can  be  made,  the  venereal  matter  issue,  and  a syringe 
or  a probe  be  inserted  between  the  glans  and  prepuce, 
the  operation  is  by  no  means  necessary.  I need  scarcely 
mention,  that  the  drops  No.  IV.  must  constantly  be 
taken  as  prescribed  in  the  chapter  IV.  until  the  chan- 
cres be  entirely  removed  and  the  wound  healed. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

Of  syphilitic  Contraction  of  the  Prepuce  behind 
the  Gians  Penis.  Paraphimosis. 

§ l. 

The  paraphimosis  differs  from  the  phimosis  only,  by 
the  prepuce  being-  contracted  behind  the  glans,  so  that 
it  can  not  be  drawn  forward  over  the  glans.  A contrac- 
tion of  the  prepuce  of  this  kind,  may  be  a paraphimosis 
in  the  first  instance;  but  not  unfrequently  a phimosis 
may  be  changed  into  a paraphimosis  by  the  patient’s 
own  fault,  forcing  the  prepuce  back  over  the  glans. 
The  inflammation  now  increases,  the  prepuce  can  not 
be  drawn  forward  again,  and  the  paraphimosis  is  con- 
firmed. Most  ardently  I advise  all  those  that  suffer 
from  phimosis,  not  to  expose  themselves  to  this  danger. 
They  are  much  pleased,  after  having  forced  the  pre- 
puce behind  the  glans,  but  do  not  imagine  the  danger 
to  which  they  are  then  exposed.  They  little  think,  that 
by  avoiding  Scylla,  they  fall  into  Charybdis. 

§ 2. 

In  most  cases  of  phimosis,  the  application  of  the  pre- 
scribed medicines  will  remove  that  evil  and  render  in- 
cision unnecessary;  but  here  the  symptoms  are  often 
so  alarming,  that  there  is  no  time  to  be  lost  to  prevent 
gangrene  by  a speedy  operation. 
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§ 3. 

If  the  inflammation  be  not  advanced  to  a high  degree, 
the  pain  not  excessive,  and  a probability  exist  of  bring- 
ing the  prepuce  forward  to  its  natural  situation,  com- 
presses may  be  dipped  in  the  lotion  No.  VII.  being 
cold , and  the  glans  and  prepuce  covered  with  it.  After 
this  has  been  repeatedly  applied,  the  inflammation  of 
the  prepuce  lessened,  and  the  glans,  by  the  cold  ap- 
plications, reduced  to  a smaller  size,  you  will  some- 
times succeed  in  getting  the  prepuce  over,  if  you  gently 
compress  the  glans  with  one  hand,  and  at  the  same 
time  push  the  prepuce  boldly  over  it  with  the  other 
hand. 

§4. 

But  if  the  glans  be  already  much  inflamed,  and  very 
painful  to  the  touch,  do  not  hesitate  to  send  for  a sur- 
geon; for  there  is  no  time  to  be  lost,  in  order,  by  a 
dexterous  operation,  to  prevent  gangrene.  A skilful 
hand  will  perform  the  incision  in  a manner  quite  sim- 
ple, with  a convex  bistoury ; but  if  there  be  so  much 
space,  as  to  permit  the  insertion  of  a thin  hollow  probe, 
the  incision  may  be  performed  on  it  with  the  greatest 
safety.  There  are  sometimes  more  than  one  constric- 
tion : they  must  all  be  carefully  cut;  for  if  one  remain, 
the  other  incisions  are  useless.  No  other  operation, 
perhaps,  is  so  necessary,  or  affords  such  immediate  relief 
to  the  patient  as  the  present.  All  the  alarming  symp- 
toms are  thereby  immediately  removed,  if  performed  in 
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time,  and  bv  a dexterous  hand.  The  wound  is  to  be 
treated  with  the  unguent  No.  XI.  and  XII.  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  fourth  chapter. 

§ 5. 

If  a clap  be  combined  with  a paraphimosis,  it  may 
happen  that  by  applying  the  above  lotion  No.  VI T. 
the  discharge  may  be  stopped.  In  this  case,  the  steam 
of  hot  vinegar  and  water  will  reproduce  the  discharge, 
which  prematurely  was  stopped.  Where  mortifica- 
tion of  the  glans  actually  has  taken  place,  the  opera- 
tion is  the  more  necessary,  and  a decoction  of  bark 
in  wine  with  camphire,  will  be  the  most  efficacious  anti- 
gangrenous  remedy. 
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FART  III. 

Of  syphilit  ic  Diseases  affecting  the  whole  Con- 

stitution. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Of  the  Venus  Plague.  Syphilis. 

§ 1. 

W^HEN  any  of  those  forernentioned  local  disorders, 
but  chiefly  chancre,  are  neglected  or  improperly  treated, 
the  consequence  is,  that  they  affect  the  whole  constitu- 
tion under  various  forms,  of  which  the  most  dreadful  is 
the  Venus  plague,  vulgarly  called  pox.  No  doubt,  this 
is  one  of  the  most  horrid  diseases  that  man  can  suffer. 
Not  alone  the  whole  economy  of  the  body  is  affected, 
but  the  constitution  often  totally  ruined,  either  by  the 
former  disorder,  or  the  improper  treatment  of  it ; as  by 
the  use  of  purgatives,  or  other  weakening  medicines. 
The  constitution,  in  such  a debilitated  state,  is  of  course 
more  susceptible  of  the  syphilitic  poison,  as  nature 
wants  strength  to  oppose  its  propagation.  If  now  such 
unhappy  victims  still  remain  in  the  hands  of  those  who 
have  brought  them  to  such  a state,  if  they  continue  still 
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to  be  treated  with  weakening  remedies,  as  congee-water 
and  mercurial  purgatives,  which  do  not  eradicate  the 
poison,  but  weaken  the  body  ; at  last  when  they  come  to 
a skilful  man,  who  might  have  easily  cured  the  dis- 
order belore,  it  is  generally  too  late,  and  his  pains  and 
skill  are  lost. 


§2. 

My  heart  bleeds,  when  I see,  with  what  impudence 
the  most  ignorant  people  undertake  the  cure  of  a ma- 
lady so  dreadful,  and  are  not  ashamed  of  seeing  people 
lingering  on  to  the  grave,  if  they  can  only  make  a for- 
tune by  selling  their  pills  and  vegetable  drops.  I hope, 
that  he,  who  reads  this  chapter  with  attention,  will  at 
least  be  able  to  prevent  such  quacks  from  ruining  his 
health,  and  that  no  mock  doctor  shall  make  a fortune  at 
his  expense. 

§3. 

Although  the  Venus  plague,  in  most  cases,  is  invete- 
rate or  takes  its  origin  from  former  local  disorders,  it 
may  also  be  primary,  or  infect  the  body  directly  in 
this  form,  without  previous  symptoms;  for  sometimes 
the  infection,  caused  by  an  impure  connection,  may 
for  a long  time  be  concealed  and  appear  afterwards  di- 
rectly as  lues.  Infection  is  also  possible  by  breathing 
in  rooms  strongly  impregnated  with  venereal  evapora- 
tions, as  for  instance,  in  a sweating  bath  in  the  northern 
climates:  or  this  disease  may  be  propagated  by  a 
wound  or  a part  of  the  body,  deprived  of  its  epidermis, 
coming  in  contact  with  the  syphilitic  poison. 
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§ 4* 

In  ali  such  cases,  the  disease  is  not  so  obstinate  and 
malignant  as  if  inveterate  and  gradually  originated 
from  local  syphilitic  symptoms.  This  is  very  natural, 
as  the  constitution  has  not  suffered  before,  either  by  the 
symptoms  of  the  disorder  itself,  or  by  their  treatment. 
The  cure  is  therefore  much  easier,  the  medicines  work 
more  powerfully,  and  the  constitution  remaining  unin- 
jured, assists  by  its  repulsing  vigour,  the  salutary  effects 
of  the  antidote,  mercury.  If  by  the  first  appearance  of 
a symptom  of  the  Venus  plague,  proper  medicines  be 
duly  administered,  the  poison  will  soon  be  destroyed, 
or  limits  put  to  its  further  propagation. 


§ 5. 

The  Venus  plague  is  attended  with  symptoms  so  nu- 
merous, and  so  various,  that  the  poor  patient  thinks, 
that  he  possesses  a whole  legion  of  diseases.  The 
whole  constitution  in  its  different  systems  suffers  des- 
truction by  the  syphilitic  poison,  which  as  well  inter- 
nally as  externally,  exerts  its  destructive  power,  and 
even  the  bones  are  not  exempted  from  its  ravage. 


§ 6. 

The  Venus  plague  appears  sometimes  very  soon  af- 
ter infection  in  weakly  constitutions.  Here  generally 
the  evil  first  seizes  upon  the  throat  and  gums;  ab- 
scesses appear  in  the  gums,  and  sometimes  in  the  uvula. 
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i hey  soon  open  and  form  malignant  ulcers.  The 
poison  now  falls  upon  the  cartilaginous  parts,  corrodes 
the  laminous  bones,  attacks  the  maxillary  and  nasal 
bones,  and  chiefly  affects  the  cartilage  of  the  nose.  If 
this  be  destroyed,  the  nose  delapses,  and  when  after- 
wards the  patient  is  restored  to  health,  no  human 
power  can  give  his  nose  its  former  shape.  Sometimes 
the  poison  enters  into  the  cavities  of  the  eye,  corrodes 
the  bones,  inflames  the  eye,  See. 


§7. 

The  syphilis  does  not  always  speedily  make  its  ap- 
pearance, particularly  in  healthy  and  robust  constitu- 
tions; and  remains  rather  concealed  for  a considerable 
time.  The  patient  feels  himself  uncommonly  weak 
and  languid;  pains  throughout  the  body,  even  in  the 
bones,  torment  him  continually,  but  chiefly  during  the 
night:  he  is  much  weaker  and  altogether  worse  when 
rising  in  the  morning,  than  he  was  when  going  to  bed 
in  the  evening  before.  A slow  fever,  hollow  eyes,  and 
livid  circles  about  them,  are  the  forerunners  of  this 
disease. 

§ 8. 

The  longer  that  such  presages  continue,  before  the 
real  syphilitic  symptoms  make  their  appearance,  the 
more  violent  they  are  afterwards  in  their  operation. 
When  after  some  time  the  ulcers  appear  in  the  throat 
and  gums,  they  are  just  as  violent  as  in  weakly  subjects. 
If  the  symptoms  more  particularly  affect  the  skin,  a

better  issue  of  the  disorder  may  be  expected ; for  the 
internal  parts  are  then  not  so  easily  injured. 

§ 9. 

This  disease  may  externally  appear  under  various 
forms:  now  as  pustules  and  deep  corroding  ulcers; 
and  then  as  large  marks,  which  sometimes  are  covered 
with  a scab.  They  are  frequently  seen  in  the  face,  and 
amongst  the  hair,  where  we  call  them  corona  venerea. 
The  sores  or  spots  on  the  skin,  are  covered  with  a white 
or  yellowish  scab:  they  issue  a corroding  ichor  of  a 
smell  particularly  disagreeable.  Sometimes  they  are 
dry  and  squamous,  aud  at  other  times  very  corroding, 
principally  in  the  face,  so  as  to  form  most  dreadful 
ulcers;  and  here  they  might  be  taken  for  cancers  by 
the  ignorant.  They  may  likewise  appear  in  any  other 
part  of  the  body,  nay,  even  on  the  back-bone  have  I 
seen  them. 

§ 10. 

The  most  common  ulcers  that  appear  in  the  Venus 
plague,  are  those  that  are  formed  in  all  parts  of  the 
mouth  and  throat.  They  first  look  whitish,  something 
like  bacon  fat,  but  soon  they  corrode  deeper,  and  have 
more  the  appearance  of  a real  ulcer.  They  chiefly  af- 
fect the  gums  and  tonsils,  and  in  some  cases  even  the 
tongue.  The  whitish  part  of  the  ulcer  is  surrounded 
with  a pale  red,  which  sometimes,  but  not  always,  is 
inflamed.  An  experienced  eye  will  soon  ascertain  the 
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chancres  in  the  mouth,  and  distinguish  them  from  other 
disorders  of  the  throat. 


§ II. 

There  is  scarce  any  painful  symptom,  which  may 
not  be  combined  with  the  syphilis.  Head-ache,  in- 
flammation of  the  eyes,  deafness,  tooth-ache,  suppressed 
respiration,  rheumatism,  and  fever  of  all  kinds  fre-» 
<|uently  accompany  it. 

§ 12. 

We  have  already  laid  it  down,  as  a fixed  principle, 
that  there  is  but  one  medicine,  upon  which  we  may 
rely  with  certainty  in  the  cure  of  syphilitic  disorders,  viz. 
mercury  ; and  that  no  other  preparation  of  it  possesses 
greater  advantages  than  the  sublimate.  But  still  it  de- 
pends  in  a great  measure  on  the  manner  of  its  being 
administered,  on  the  constitution  of  the  patient,  and 
the  regulation  of  his  diet.  If  his  diet  have  hitherto 
been  too  low,  we  must  allow  him  rather  better  food; 
but  if  too  rich  and  irritating,  it  of  course  must  be  re- 
duced in  some  degree, in  quality  as  well  as  in  quantity. 
But  in  general  the  food  must  be  suited  as  much  as  pos- 
sible to  the  patient’s  individual  constitution  and  usual 
manner  of  living. 

§ 13. 

In  most  cases  the  patient  may  immediately  be  treated 
with  the  composition  of  sublimate  and  opium.  But 
still  there  happen  cases,  where  the  patient’s  constitu- 
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tion  will  not  allow  the  use  of  either  mercury  or  opium# 
But  those  few  exceptions  can  not  destroy  a rule  gene- 
rally beneficial  and  founded  upon  reason  and  experi- 
ence. 

§ 14. 

Salivation  is  still  practised  as  the  grand  and  chief 
cure  in  the  Venus  plague.  For  iny  own  part,  L can 
not  bear  the  idea  of  it,  being  fully  convinced,  that 
wherever  this  disease  has  been  cured  by  salivation,  the 
cure  might  just  as  well  have  been  performed,  with  safety 
and  less  inconvenience  to  the  patient,  by  the  sublimate 
and  opium.  I have  reason  to  believe,  that  a subject, 
who  has  once  undergone  a proper  course  of  salivation,  ne- 
ver regains  his  former  health  and  strength.  It  is  true, 
the  disease  is  cured;  but  a disorder  still  worse  comes 
in  its  place,  viz.  the  total  destruction  of  the  lymphatic 
system,  which  never  can  be  perfectly  restored. 

§ 15. 

I can  assert  upon  my  professional  honour,  that 
amongst  a considerable  number  of  such  patients,  there 
were  but  few,  in  whom  my  method  would  not  answer; 
but  those  were  in  such  a state,  that  I believe  the  great- 
est advocate  for  salivation,  would  not  have  ventured  to 
submit  them  to  this  dreadful  process.  What  still  more 
recommends  my  method,  is,  that  if  followed  with  the 
necessary  precautions,  and  according  to  my  prescrip- 
tions, it  never  injures  the  constitution  in  the  least.  A 
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certain  young  debauchee  on  the  continent  was  infected 
eleven  times  in  the  space  of  five  years,  treated  accord- 
ing to  this  method,  afterwards  married,  had  never  after 
any  complaint,  and  is  now  the  happy  father  of  several 
healthy  children. 


§ 16. 


Instead  of  a number  of  fictitious  and  embellished 
cases,  I shall  draw  the  picture  of  a real  one,  which  came 
under  my  own  observation  on  the  continent.  It  may 
serve  as  a general  outline,  to  show  how  this  disease 
ought  to  be  treated. 


A young  man,  of  about  twenty-five  years  of  age,  was 
in  the  following  state,  when  he  committed  himself  to 
rav  care,  lie  had  been  infected  about  fourteen  months 

J 

before  that,  and  treated  with  ptisans,  gruels,  calomel, 
and  mercurial  ointment.  The  gians  penis  was  covered 
with  chancres  of  considerable  circumference,  much  in- 
flamed, and  part  of  it  was  already  destroyed.  He  had 
chancres  in  his  mouth ; and  almost  over  the  whole  body 
there  appeared  syphilitic  ulcers,  issuing  ichor  of  a most 
offensive  smell.  Even  his  head  was  not  exempted,  be- 
ing covered  with  nodes  extremely  painful.  1 think  we 
may  call  this  the  Venus  plague  ! As  the  patient’s  con- 
stitution had  considerably  suffered  by  the  former  treat- 
ment, I was  not  willing  to  venture  immediately  upon 
the  internal  use  of  mercury.  I ordered  a warm-bath 
twice  a day,  in  which  was  previously  dissolved  the  pre* 
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paration  of  sulphur  and  cali  No.  XXVII.,  and  for  in- 
ternal use,  I prescribed  the  mixture  No.  X.  with  the 
addition  of  three  drams  of  extract  of  sarsaparella;  of 
which  mixture  he  took  every  third  hour  two  table-spoon- 
fuls. He  took  besides  every  night  going  to  bed,  the 
powder  No.  XXII.  He  soon  recovered  his  appetite,  ate 
three  times  a day  a good  bason  of  beef  or  fowl  broth, 
and  drank  half  a bottle  of  white  wine  in  the  course  of 
the  day.  My  patient  was  at  the  end  ot  three  weeks  so 
much  strengthened,  that  1 now  began  with  the  proper 
antisyphilitic  medicine  the  sublimate,  in  the  form  of 
No.  IV.  He  began  with  taking  fifty  drops  twice  a-day, 
and  rose  gradually  every  second  day  five  drops,  until 
he  came  to  a hundred.  He  felt  now  a little  pain  in  his 
bowels,  and  therefore  decreased  to  ninety  drops,  which 
dose  he  continued  to  take  twice  a-day,  until  all  the 
symptoms  vanished.  He  then  lessened  his  dose  every 
day  ten  drops,  and  by  this  means  gradually  disconti- 
nued them.  From  the  commencement  of  the  cure, 
his  w hole  body  was  washed  by  a sponge  with  the  lotion 
No.  VI.  The  sores  in  the  throat  I touched  with  the 
solution  No.  XIII.  and  used  the  gargle  No.  XIV.  as 
prescribed  in  the  chapter  of  chancres.  The  chancres 
on  the  penis  and  those  deep  ulcers  over  the  body,  I 
treated  with  the  unguent  No.  XI.  as  prescribed  in  the 
same  chapter.  My  patient  suffered  during  all  this  time 
but  very  little  inconvenience  from  the  cure;  he  soon, 
was  capable  of  transacting  business  again,  and  to  walk, 
abroad;  and  in  about  five  months  he  was  radically 
cured. 
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§ 17. 

Perhaps  the  reader  will  here  exclaim,  “But  five 
months  is  a very  long  time!” — That  is  true;  but  his 
constitution  has  not  suffered  by  it,  as  would  undoubt- 
edly have  been  the  ease,  if  he  had  been  cured  by  sali- 
vation ; and  perhaps  never  would  have  been  so  perfectly 
restored  to  health,  as  he  is  at  present.  Whoever  chooses 
to  be  salivated,  to  be  purged,  to  drink  congee  water,  and 
to  live  upon  vegetables,  must  not  seek  for  advice  in  this 
book,  or  come  to  consult  me,  for  such  diet  does  not 
agree  with  my  method  of  treatment,  which  hitherto  has 
answered  my  most  sanguine  expectations.  This  me- 
thod is  simple,  but  certain;  and,  I think,  may  be  re- 
commended to  those  who  have  hitherto  been  rather  un- 
successful in  pursuing  the  opposite  method. 


§ 18. 

The  most  wholesome  beverage  is,  in  general,  water 
and  wine,  in  which  some  biscuit  or  other  bread  previ- 
ously may  have  been  soaked.  But  many  patients  in- 
sist upon  having  some  beverage  to  purify  their  blood , 
as  they  term  it.  To  these  I recommend  a decoction  of 
the  herbs  No.  XXVIII.  to  be  boiled  for  about  a quar- 
ter of  an  hour  in  three  pints  of  water;  but  let  it  be 
mixed  with  a few  glasses  of  wine,  and  drink  moderately 
of  it.  Th  ose  that  wish  to  drink  tea  for  the  same  blood- 
purifying  purpose,  may,  with  the  greatest  safety,  drink 
a tea  of  No.  XXIX.  as  strong  as  they  choose  to  take  it. 
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§ IP- 

May  all  young  and  unexperienced  practitioners  re- 
member this  rule:  that  wherever  the  patient’s  consti- 
tution or  the  state  of  the  disorder  will  not  admit  of 
mercury,  even  in  the  smallest  dose,  opium  must  be  its 
great  substitute.  It  will,  in  many  cases,  indeed,  per- 
form the  cure  alone;  but  always  at  least  prepare  the 
constitution  so,  as  to  admit,  afterwards,  of  the  use  of 
mercury  as  the  radical  cure. 


CHAPTER  II. 

Of  syphilitic  Diseases  of  the  Bones.  Syphilis 

Ossium. 

§1* 

The  diseases  of  the  bones,  thank  Heaven,  occur, 
at  present,  but  seldom,  at  least  as  far  as  that  method 
here  recommended  is  used.  For  these  disorders  are, 
indeed,  but  the  result  of  neglect  and  improper  treat- 
ment. 


§ 2. 

Diseases  of  the  bones  are  those,  where  the  substance 
of  the  bone  itself  is  affected  by  the  syphilitic  poison, 
so  as  to  cause  the  destruction  of  their  form  and  sub- 
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stance.  But  we  are  often  inclined  to  call  that  a swell- 
ing of  the  bone,  which  in  reality  is  not;  for,  fre- 
quently the  covering  of  the  bone,  or  periosteum,  is  the 
seat  of  the  disease;  and  then  I think  we  are  not  at  all 
authorised  to  call  this,  a swelling  of  the  bone. 

§ 3. 

The  following  bones  are  more  subject  to  destruction 
than  the  rest,  viz.  the  tibia , the  breast-bone,  the  collar- 
bone, the  two  bones  of  the  forearm,  the  skull,  the  palate 
and  nasal  bones;  or,  in  general,  those  bones  are  most 
subject  to  this  disorder,  which  are  not  covered  by  many 
muscles  or  ligaments. 


§4- 

In  the  beginning  of  this  disease,  the  bones  swrell  in 
the  joints,  so  as  to  form  nodes  or  boils,  which  we  call 
tophus,  gumma,  or  exostosis;  they  afterwards  get  less 
compact  in  their  substance,  and  at  last  they  make  real 
ulcers,  and  small  parcels  of  the  bone  exfoliate;  in  this 
case  the  bone  is  termed  carious. 


§ 5. 

Many  professional  men  of  respectability  have  assert- 
ed, that  mercury,  if  given  in  the  calcined  or  oxydated 
state,  may,  under  certain  circumstances,  resume  its 
metallic  nature,  and  appear  again  as  real  quicksilver  in 
the  human  body.  I heard  of  a certain  case,  the  veracity 
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of  which  I have  no  reason  to  doubt,  that,  in  a dissection, 
some  real  quicksilver  was  found  in  the  inside  of  the 
cubit.  The  poor  patient  had  suffered,  for  several  years, 
dreadful  pains  in  this  bone;  and  many  unhappy  crea- 
tures may  still  be  tortured  with  the  most  excruciating 
pains,  ere  death,  their  only  deliverer,  releases  them 
from  all  their  sufferings. 

§6. 

In  those  few  cases  that  came  under  my  inspection,  I 
found  that  mercury  would  not  answer:  all  the  symptoms 
grew  worse  and  worse,  and  chiefly  the  pains,  during  the 
night,  increased.  I treated  them  in  the  following  man- 
ner. I gave  the  simple  tincture  of  opium,  from  ten  to 
twenty-five  drops  every  second  or  third  hour.  Very 
little  can  be  done  externally,  except  the  warm  bath, 
which  must  be  used  with  great  caution,  so  as  not  to 
expose  the  patient  to  catch  cold  after  it.  He  must  be 
dried  immediately  after  he  comes  out  of  the  bath,  and 
laid  in  a warm  bed.  The  strengthening  diet,  in  its  ut- 
most extent,  the  drops  No.  IV.  and  externally  the  tinc- 
ture of  myrrh,  must,  if  possible,  complete  the  cure. 

§ 7. 

The  nasal  bones  are  not,  at  present,  so  frequently 
destroyed  in  syphilitic  diseases  as  they  formerly  were; 
for  we  are  now  better  acquainted  with  these  disorders, 
and  prevent  the  propagation  of  the  syphilitic  poison, 
before  it  arrives  at  that  degree.  Flat  noses,  therefore, 
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are  not  so  frequently  met  with  as  formerly.  I have  had 
some  cases  in  which  syphilitic  ulcers  attacked  the  nose; 
and  these  were  occasioned  merely  by  thrusting  the 
finger,  (which  had  been  previously  in  contact  with  ve- 
nereal matter,)  into  it.  But  these  were  soon  removed. 
Jn  the  Venus  plague,  the  nose  is  but  too  frequently 
affected  by  the  syphilitic  poison.  1 have  applied,  with 
the  greatest  success,  in  such  cases,  the  mixture  No. 
XXX.  This  will  never  injure  these  sensible  parts, 
and  will  prevent  the  further  destruction  of  them,  and 
assist  their  healing. 

§ 8. 

Tt  is  impossible  for  me,  and  it  lies  quite  beyond  the 
limits  of  this  treatise,  to  enter  more  particularly  into 
the  treatment  of  these  disorders.  That  medical  assist- 
ance is  here  requisite,  is  evident;  but,  in  the  supposi- 
tion that  the  patient  has  no  opportunity  of  enjoying  the 
benefit  of  medical  assistance,  in  such  a case,  the  use  of 
the  tincture  of  opium,  front  ten  to  twenty-five  drops 
every  second  or  third  hour,  and  the  warm  bath,  will,  at 
least,  lessen  his  tortures,  until  he  can  obtain  personal 
medical  advice. 

§ 9. 

In  diseases  of  the  bones,  mercury  is  more  inclined 
to  cause  salivation,  than  in  any  other  syphilitic  affection. 
If,  while  taking  mercury,  the  first  symptoms  of  saliva- 
tion appear,  the  patient  must  immediately  desist  from 
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the  farther  use  of  it.  "Whatever  quantity  you  tlnow 
into  the  system,  has  no  effect  upon  the  disease:  it  is 
carried  off’  by  saliva,  without  producing  any  other  eflect 
than  that  of  wholly  destroying  the  lymphatic  system. 
The  constitution,  at  last,  suffers  so  much,  and  the  vital 
powers  are  so  totally  undermined,  that  restoration  to 
health  is  a thing  in  itself  impossible. 


CHAPTER  III. 

Of  Excrescences  of  different  Kinds.  Condylo- 
mata,  maculae  et  verrucae  svphiiiticae. 

§1. 

Excrescences  of  various  forms  and  sizes  fre- 
quently occur  during  or  after  a syphilitic  disease  : but, 
as  most  of  them  are  generally  signs,  that  the  syphilitic 
poison  is  propagated  throughout  the  whole  body,  and 
of  course  require  the  general  antisyphilitic  treatment, 
I thought  it  more  proper  to  treat  of  them  in  this  part, 
than  in  that  of  the  local  diseases. 


Excrescences  of  a syphilitic  nature  may  appear  in 
almost  every  part  of  the  body  ; but  their  most  usual 
situation  are  the  pudenda  and  anus  in  both  sexes. 
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They  have,  from  their  form  and  substance,  received 
different  names,  as  Jigs,  chiefly  when  they  are  on  the 
anus,  (but  they  must  then  be  carefully  distinguished 
irom  piles,)  warts , wens,  grapes,  spots,  &c.  I need 
scarcely  mention,  that,  if  excrescences  have  their  seat 
about  the  anus,  they  necessarily  require  surgical  as- 
sistance. 

§ 3. 

Amongst  those  excrescences,  that  appear  on  the  ge- 
nitals, the  grapes  (eondylomata)  are  the  most  frequent. 
They  are  a soft  wart-like  excrescence,  something  re- 
sembling a grape  in  its  infant  state,  or  rather  a cauli- 
flower. They  are  of  a pale  red  colour,  sometimes  dry, 
sometimes  issuing  a moisture.  They  either  have  a 
broad  basis,  or  they  stand  upon  a pedicle,  as  a mushroom 
stands  on  its  stalk.  If  neglected,  they  often  increase 
to  a considerable  size. 

§4. 

When  discovered  by  the  patient,  chiefly  if  a male,  he 
may  certainly,  with  proper  precaution,  deliver  himself 
from  these  troublesome  companions.  But  the  applica- 
tion of  caustics  requires  great  caution,  and  I would 
never  advise  the  patient  to  make  use  of  the  mtiated 
silver  without  surgical  assistance.  The  nitrated  silver 
should  never  come  into  other  hands,  than  those  of  the 
surgeon,  and  even  he  will  but  rarely  have  occasion  to 

use  it. 
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§ 5. 

Excrescences  of  this  kind,  particularly  if  not  dry, 
may  be  treated  in  the  following  manner.  Take  the  so- 
lution No.  XXXI.  and  apply  it  about  three  times  a 
day  on  the  wart,  or  whatever  kind  of  excrescence  it  may 
be,  by  means  of  a small  camel-hair  pencil ; but  be  care- 
ful not  to  spiil  any  of  it  on  the  neighbouring  parts.  If 
such  excrescences  be  on  the  glaus  penis,  or  wherever 
they  may  come  in  contact  with  other  parts  of  the  body, 
cover  them  with  a bit  of  lint,  after  you  have  touched 
them  with  this  solution.  Before  you  go  to  bed,  smear 
them  with  the  ointment  No.  XI.  which  will  not  injure 
the  neighbouring  parts  at  all.  The  next  morning 
wash  the  ointment  off  with  warm  water,  and  go  on  with 
the  solution  No.  XXXI.  as  before. 


§6. 

When  these  excrescences  are  dry,  and  standing  upon 
a pedicle,  they  may  be  removed  by  the  ligature,  viz. 
by  tyi  ng  a waxed  silken  thread  round  the  root  close  to 
the  skin;  but  this  is  rather  troublesome  and  ought  to 
be  done  by  a surgeon.  The  best  and  easiest  method 
is,  to  cut  them  away  with  a pair  of  sharp  scissars,  for 
they  issue  but  a few  drops  of  blood  and  soon  heal.  If 
they  have  a broad  basis,  they  of  course  require  other 
applications;  and  sometimes  the  nitrated  silver  will 
prove  successful  in  obstinate  cases. 
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§7. 

If  there  be  a certain  disposition  to  such  excrescences, 
so  that  having  been  removed  from  one  spot,  they  ap- 
pear again  in  other  places,  no  doubt  but  there  is  syphilitic 
poison  concealed  in  the  body,  which  must  be  quite  ex- 
tinguished, before  a radical  cure  can  be  effected.  The 
drops  No.  IV.  must  then  be  taken,  from  forty  to  eighty 
drops , twice  a day,  according  to  the  individual  constitu- 
tion, and  they  will  infallibly  complete  the  cure. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

Of  the  syphilitic  Itch.  Psora  syphilitica. 

§1. 

Th  E venereal  itch  is  a disease  very  much  resembling 
the  common  itch,  for  its  general  symptoms  are  nearly 
the  same,  viz.  a rough  and  scaly  state  of  the  epidermis, 
small  pustules  or  patches  of  various  size,  sometimes  se- 
parate, sometimes  continuous.  They  are  either  dry,  or 
issue  a matter  of  various  consistency,  accompanied  by  a 
violent  itching  or  painful  sensation. 
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§ 2. 

The  inquiry  into  the  patient’s  former  disorder,  will 
soon  lead  the  practitioner,  or  the  patient  himself,  to  as- 
certain the  real  character  of  this  disease.  Besides,  the 
following  symptoms  may  contribute  to  distinguish  it 
from  the  common  itch. 

1.  It  is  not  limited  to  the  joints  and  breast-bone,  as 
the  common  itch  is  in  general,  but  is  spread  over  the 
whole  surface  of  the  body. 

2.  It  does  not  yield  to  the  treatment  of  the  common 
itch. 

3.  Instead  of  itching,  there  is  often  a very  painful 
sensation,  chiefly  during  the  night. 

4.  If  the  disorder  be  inveterate,  pustules  will  appear 
in  the  face;  which  very  seldom,  or  perhaps  never,  is  the 
case  with  the  common  itch. 

§3. 

The  syphilitic  itch  is  a symptom  of  the  Venus  plague, 
but  frequently  forms  a disorder  unaccompanied  by 
other  venereal  symptoms  ; and  here  it  is  properly  de- 
nominated by  the  distinctive  name  of  syphilitic  itch. 
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-§  4. 

This  disorder  is  often  very  difficult  to  cure,  and 
never  yields  to  the  treatment  of  the  common  itch. 
1 he  lotion  No.  XXXII.  will  prove  the  best  external 
remedy.  I prefer  the  infusion  of  linseed  in  this  case, 
because  it  retains  the  sublimate  longer  in  contact  with 
the  skin,  than  mere  water  does.  With  this  lotion,  the 
whole  surface  of  the  body  may  be  washed  morning  and 
evening. 

§5. 

When  the  venereal  itch  derives  its  origin  from  a sy- 
philitic poison  concealed  in  the  body,  it  of  course  re- 
quires the  internal  use  of  mercury  ; and  here  it  must  be 
known  to  the  practitioner,  that  we  can  not  rely  with 
certainty  upon  any  other  mercurial  preparations,  than 
the  caustic,  and  amongst  these  chiefly  the  sublimate. 
The  drops  No.  IV.  must  be  taken  from  forty  to  eighty 
drops,  according  to  the  strength  of  the  constitution,  as 
before  mentioned  in  the  chapter  of  chancres. 

§ 6. 

Cleanliness  in  this  as  well  as  in  the  common  itch,  is 
the  principal  requisite  for  a speedy  and  certain  cure. 
We  know,  that  the  body,  as  a living  machine,  always 
endeavours  to  get  rid  of  its  incumbrances,  or  any  hete- 
rogeneous matter,  residing  in  its  different  systems. 
Perspiration  seems  to  be  one  of  the  most  powerful 
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agents  in  this  business,  rejecting  all  sorts  of  noxious 
moisture  that  otherwise  wouhl  injure  the  internal  parts. 
If  we  now  remove  these  excretions  from  places  where 
the  internal  powers  of  the  machine  have  deposited 
them,  we  of  course  shall  greatly  assist  this  useful 
operation  of  nature.  If  on  the  contrary,  these  re- 
jected excretions  remain  long  on  the  surface  of  the  bo- 
dy, when  they  are  drawn  up  by  the  constantly  active 
absorbent  system,  and  carried  again  into  the  machine, 
then  it  is  evident,  that  the  disorder  will  never  be  to- 
tally eradicated. 

§ 7. 

I have  frequently,  in  a short  time,  cured  the  common 
itch,  by  merely  washing  or  bathing  in  warm  water,  and 
frequent  change  of  linen.  If  therefore  in  the  vene- 
real itch,  the  same  be  observed,  and  the  drops  No.  IV. 
taken,  together  with  the  external  use  of  the  sublimate 
lotion  No.  XXXII.,  the  evil  soon  will  vanish. 

§8. 

As  before  observed,  in  the  inveterate  itch  the  pustules 
frequently  appear  in  the  face,  and  they  are  then  more 
like  ulcers,  issuing  an  ichorous  matter  of  a disagreeable 
smell.  Such  pustules,  if  even  but  small,  must  be 
treated  with  the  ointment  No.  XI. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

Of  syphilitic  Inflammation  of  the  Eye,  and  of  sy - 

» * 

philitic  Deafness.  Ophthalmia  et  Cophosis 
syphilitica. 

§ I- 

T H ERE  seems  to  be  a wonderful  connection  between 
the  genitals  and  the  eye,  it  being  generally  known,  that 
nothing  more  weakens  the  sight,  than  too  great  indul- 
gence in  venery,  and  still  more  so  in  onanism. 

§ 2. 

Inflammations  of  the  eye,  if  arising  from  a stopped 
or  improperly  treated  clap,  are  often  very  violent.  They 
either  affect  one  or  both  eyes  at  the  same  time,  and  the 
symptoms  are  frequently  alarming,  particularly  if  the 
cause  be  not  investigated,  and  the  complaint  treated 
as  a common  inflammation  in  the  eye. 


§ 3. 

* , ■ ‘ \ 

In  a syphilitic  inflammation  of  the  eye,  when  pro- 
ceeding from  the  discharge  being  stopped,  whatever 
may  have  caused  it,  the  discharge  must  be  reproduced, 
and  the  sooner  the  better.  To  effect  this,  the  bathing 
of  the  whole  penis  in  warm  milk,  will  in  most  cases 
prove  efficacious;  or  inject  the  solution  No.  XXIV. 
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until  the  clap  is  restored.  At  the  same  time  dip  com- 
presses in  the  solution  No.  XXV.  and  apply  them  luke- 
warm to  the  eves. 

•i 

\ 

§4. 

As  soon  as  the  discharge  appears  again,  the  inflam- 
mation of  the  eve  gradually  ceases.  But  even,  although 
the  discharge  should  not  return,  these  fomentations  on 
the  eye  are  of  the  greatest  use,  and  prevent  the  dread- 
ful destruction  of  the  sight,  which  is  unavoidable, 
if  proper  antivenereal  remedies  are  not  administered. 
The  sublimate  indeed  possesses  this  antivenereal  ef- 
ficacy more  than  any  other  thing;  it  seems  to  make  the 
syphilitic  poison  innoxious,  or  to  deprive  it  entirely  of 
its  destructive  quality. 


§ 5. 

It  is  not  always  requisite,  that  the  discharge  should 
be  stopped ; nay  it  may  take  place  in  the  common 
course  of  the  clap,  as  well  as  in  chancres:  but  in  the 
last  instance  the  inflammation  is  seldom  so  violent ; but 
rather  consists  in  redness  and  debility  of  sight  without 
great  inflammation.  I have  had  some  cases,  where  dur- 
ing a running  clap,  the  patient  got  an  inflammation  in 
the  right  eye,  and  a discharge  issued  from  it,  similar  to 
that  from  the  penis.  The  fomentations  of  the  sublimate 
never  failed  of  success,  and  prevented  the  otherwise 
unavoidable  loss  of  sight. 
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§ 6. 

Wh  en  the  inflammation  is  greatly  conquered,  and  a 
debility  or  weakness  of  sight  still  remains,  take  No, 
XXV  I.  and  let  some  drops  of  it  fall  into  the  eye  fre- 
quently during  the  day,  and  at  night  a small  compress 
of  fine  linen,  moistened  with  this  solution,  may  be  laid 
upon  the  eyes. 

§ 7. 

Although  I never  like  to  subject  the  patient  to  a 
very  strict  regimen, (as  it  is  indeed  in  syphilitic  disorders 
but  seldom  requisite,)  yet  the  inflammation  of  the  eyes 
seems  to  require  an  exception.  No  spirituous  liquors 
whatever  will  agree  with  this  disorder;  audit  is  better 
to  abstain  totally  from  them,  until  the  inflammation  be 
entirely  removed:  nor  must  the  food  be  so  nourishing 
and  rich  as  in  other  venereal  complaints,  but  rather  light, 
and  more  of  the  vegetable  kind,  such  as  we  allow  in  all 
sthenic  or  inflammatory  diseases : carrots,  turnips,  milk, 
tea,  bread  and  butter,  &c. 

§ 8. 

Deafness  has  been  observed  in  some  cases,  where  the 
discharge  of  the  clap  was  stopped,  but  it  seldom  hap- 
pens ; wherever  it  occurs,  it  requires  the  speedy  repro- 
duction of  the  discharge,  in  the  same  manner  as  before 
mentioned  in  the  inflammation  of  the  eye.  During 
the  confirmed  lues  also,  sometimes  the  organs  of  bear- 
ing are  affected;  deafness,  most  violent  pains,  and  sup- 
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puration  accompany  it.  Deafness  in  general  can  not  be 
removed  before  the  disease  itself  be  cured,  which  see 
in  chapter  I.  part  III.  The  violent  pains,  which  indeed 
are  often  almost  insupportable,  will  be  relieved  by  the 
drops  No.  il.  taken  from  thirty  to  sixty  drops  every 
third  or  second  hour,  and  towards  the  night  this  dose 
may  be  doubled.  The  steam-bath  of  vinegar,  exter- 
nally, by  a funnel  directed  to  the  ear,  is  also  very  use- 
ful ; and  sometimes  injections  of  water  and  opium  are 
preferable  to  any  other  remedy.  If  the  suppuration 
be  very  troublesome,  injections  of  No.  XVI II.  will 
correct  the  ichor,  make  the  smell  less  disagreeable,  and 
assist  healing. 

§ 9- 

All  other  cases  of  deafness,  originating  from  syphi- 
litic disease,  are  of  so  obstinate  a nature,  that  it  de- 
mands the  greatest  attention  and  skill  of  the  physician 
to  conquer  so  intricate  a disorder;  and  in  each  indivi- 
dual case  particular  treatment  will  be  requisite. 

§ 10. 

Head-ache  and  tooth-ache  occur  now  and  then  during- 
the  Venus  plague.  In  the  former  I have  recommended 
in  several  cases  with  success,  the  lotion  No.  XXI II.  to 
which  I added,  tincture  of  opium  two  drams , and  the 
whole  head  to  be  washed  with  it.  In  the  latter  com- 
plaint, the  patient  may  take  some  of  this  mixture  in 
his  mouth,  but  must  be  careful  not  to  swallow  any  of 
it,  and  after  it  becomes  warm,  spit  it  out  again. 
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§ 11. 

I can  not  conclude  the  present  chapter,  without  men- 
tioning a proposal,  made  by  some  eminent  authors, 
viz.  to  inoculate  the  syphilitic  poison  in  such  and  the 
like  obstinate  diseases,  in  order  to  cause  a new  eruption 
of  that  disorder,  and  thereby  to  remove  those  old  com- 
plaints. For  my  own  part,  I should  never  be  able  to 
forgive  myself,  were  I to  inoculate  such  a horrid  dis- 
ease; and  the  more  so,  as  I am  thoroughly  convinced, 
that  we  possess  in  the  sublimate  combined  with  opium, 
a remedy,  to  which,  if  continued  to  be  taken  for  a con- 
siderable time,  the  most  inveterate  cases  will  readily 
yield. 
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PART  IT. 

Syphilitic  Diseases  in  Pregnant  Women  and 

in  Children . 


CHAPTER  I. 

Syphilitic  Diseases  in  Pregnant  Women, 

§ l. 

A PREGNANT  woman  may  be  infected  with  the 
syphilitic  poison,  either  during  pregnancy,  or  previous 
to  eonceptipn.  The  latter  case  is  undoubtedly  the 
worst,  chiefly  for  the  child,  as  there  is  already  laid,  in 
its  first  formation,  the  seed  of  this  horrid  disease,  which 
will  grow  with  it  in  the  womb  and  accompany  it  inta 
life. 


§ 2. 

Authors  have  differed  on  this  subject,  some  of  them 
asserting,  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a child’s  being 
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infected  during  pregnancy.  For  my  part,  I am  fully 
convinced,  that  it  is  really  not  unfrequently  the  case, 
and  I think  we  need  not  go  far,  to  find  numerous  proofs 
of  this  painful  truth. 

§ 3. 

But  let  the  matter  remain  undecided,  still  I think 
we  may  always  give  the  medicines  to  the  mother  with 
the  greatest  safety,  in  respect  to  the  child.  For  it  must 
be  allowed,  that  if  the  child  be  exposed,  during  preg- 
nancy, to  venereal  infection,  we  may  analogically  con- 
clude, that  the  antidote  given  to  the  mother,  will,  in 
curing  her,  have  the  same  effect  upon  the  child.  On 
the  other  hand,  I think,  we  might  with  just  as  much 
propriety  conclude,  that  if  the  child  in  its  mother’s 
womb,  is  not  exposed  to  the  syphilitic  infection,  the  re- 
medies given  to  the  mother  will  be  equally  inefficaci- 
ous upon  the  child. 

§4. 

This  alone,  I believe,  is  sufficient  to  prove,  that  the 
cure  of  an  infected  pregnant  woman  is  advisable:  but 
there  are  still  other  reasons,  which  strongly  invite  us  to 
attempt  the  cure. 

1.  The  life  or  at  least  the  health  of  the  mother,  is 
exposed  to  imminent  danger. 

2.  If  we  allow,  that  a child  is  never  infected  during 
pregnancy,  there  is  at  least  the  greatest  danger  of  its 
being  infected  in  passing  through  the  vagina. 
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3.  The  midwife,  accoucheur,  or  other  persons  assist- 
ing the  woman’s  delivery,  are  exposed  to  infection. 

4.  The  mercury  given  in  conjunction  with  opium, 
has  never  any  dangerous  effect  upon  the  constitution, 
either  of  the  mother  or  of  the  child. 


§ 5. 

Reason  and  experience  therefore  make  me  treat 
these  diseases  in  pregnant  women  in  the  usual  way ; yet 
with  rather  more  caution  and  regard  to  the  individual 
constitution.  External  sores  or  excrescences  must  be 
treated  with  the  greatest  care,  and  by  all  means  removed 
before  delivery,  that  they  may  not  expose  either  the 
child  or  the  midwife  to  infection,  instances  of  which 
sometimes  occur. 

§6. 

In  cases,  where  warm  baths  are  proper,  they  must  be 
administered  with  great  moderation ; for  it  is  well  known, 
that  they  have  a great  tendency  to  cause  abortion.  But 
by  adding  the  preparation  of  iron  No.  XXXIII.  to  each 
bath,  its  weakening  and  relaxing  effect  will  be  greatly 
counteracted. 
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CHAPTER  II. 


Syphilitic  Diseases  in  Children. 


§ 1. 

Children  are  either  infected  during  pregnancy, 
(and  then  we  call  it  the  hereditary  syphilitic  disease)  or 
they  are  afterwards  inoculated  with  the  syphilitic  poison 
by  a nurse  affected  with  it;  which  may  be  done,  either 
by  sucking,  or  being  kissed  by  a person  having  chancres 
in  the  mouth.  The  treatment  in  both  cases,  whether 
hereditary  or  secondary,  is  exactly  the  same. 


§ 2. 

The  first  symptoms  of  a new-born  child  being  af- 
fected with  the  syphilitic  disease,  generally  appear 
within  a fortnight  after  the  birth.  I never  knew  a child 
to  show  ocular  symptoms,  such  as  sores,  &c.  immedi- 
ately after  its  coining  into  life  : for,  if  the  child  be  really 
impregnated  with  the  syphilitic  poison,  while  in  the 
womb,  the  mucous  and  watery  medium,  in  which  it 
lies,  prevents  the  eruption  of  external  sores.  After 
eight  days  or  a fortnight,  there  appears  an  eruption  of 
small  pustules  over  the  whole  surface  of  the  child  : they 
change  to  a whitish  colour,  and  even  sometimes  become 
black,  where  mortification  is  near.  These  sores  in- 
crease, and  look  like  the  small-pox  in  a confluent  state. 
The  mouth  is  affected  by  sores,  which  are  somewhat 
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/ike  the  malignant  thrush,  and  spread  out  in  the  nose, 
so  as  to  prevent  respiration  through  it.  The  ears  and 
eyes  issue  a thin  white  or  yellowish  matter,  and  swell- 
ings appear  on  the  head  and  neck. 


§ 3. 

The  method  of  treatment  hitherto  adopted,  by  keep- 
ing the  nurse  under  a course  of  mercury,  has,  I believe, 
in  many  cases,  proved  ineffectual : besides,  I think  it 
cruel  and  unjust  to  throw  mercury  into  the  system  of 
a healthy  but  poor  person,  in  order  to  save  the  life  of 
an  unhealthy  child  of  rich  parents.  And  I think,  it  is 
not  enough  that  Hippocrates  (an  ancient  Greek  physi- 
cian) recommends  such  a practice  ; for  more  than  two 
thousand  years  have  since  elapsed;  and  both  the  Chris- 
tian religion  and  the  successive  improvements  made 
in  the  medical  art,  teach  us  now,  to  act  upon  better 
principles  than  those  pagans  did. 


§4. 

A similar  method  has  been  tried,  by  throwing  mer- 
cury into  the  lymphatic  system  of  a goat,  or  of  a she- 
ass,  and  giving  its  milk  to  children  so  infected.  But 
in  those  instances  where  1 have  heard  of  its  being  admi- 
nistered,  it  never  would  answer  the  end  proposed:  the 
animals,  of  course,  soon  became  sickly,  and  lost  their 
milk,  before  the  cure  could  be  completed.  Besides,  as 
mercury,  thrown  into  the  constitution,  always  produces 
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a sickly  state  during  the  use  of  it,  there  is  a probability, 
that  such  milk  is  very  much  altered  in  its  quality,  and 
perhaps  more  noxious  than  salubrious  to  the  child. 
Besides,  the  animal,  however  inferior,  is  still  a fellow- 
creature;  and  surely,  we  are  by  no  means  justifiable  in 
tormenting  it,  without  the  most  urgent  necessity. 

✓ 

§ 5. 

If  the  mother  or  the  nurse  be  infected  with  the  sy- 
philitic disease.  she  must  absolutely  desist  from  suck- 
ling the  child,  for  it  would  always  be  infected  anew, 
and  the  medicines,  necessary  for  the  cure  of  the  mother 
or  nurse,  might  probably  prove  fatal  to  the  infant, 
which,  therefore,  must  immediately  be  weaned. 

§ 6. 

I declare,  upon  my  honour,  and  according  to  my 
professional  knowledge,  that,  with  the  greatest  safety, 
I have  hitherto  given  the  medicine  No.  IV.  from  three 
to  ten  drops,  even  to  the  most  delicate  children,  with- 
out ever  perceiving  any  bad  consequences,  and  invaria- 
bly with  the  utmost  success.  Begin  with  three  drops, 
if  the  child  be  less  than  six  months  old.  Let  it  be 
given  three  times  a-day,  in  asufficient  quantity  of  milk 
and  water,  or  rather  in  breast  milk,  if  it  can  be  pro- 
cured. You  may  gradually  rise  with  a single  drop 
every  day,  as  far  as  eight  or  ten  drops,  and  continue 
this  dose  until  the  symptoms  disappear,  and  then  dis- 
continue it  gradually  by  diminishing  the  dose  daily  one 
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drop.  External  sores  must  be  treated  as  mentioned 
above,  with  the  solution  No.  VI.  and  the  ointment 
No.  XI.;  but  mix  the  former  with  its  double  quantity 
of  water,  after  receiving  it  from  the  apothecary. 


§7. 

Such  parents  or  medical  gentlemen,  as  will  not  ven- 
ture to  use  the  above-mentioned  drops,  I would  advise, 
to  try  the  following  method  of  cure.  Take  of  pure 
quicksilver,  in  its  original  metallic  state,  three  drams; 
put  it  into  a small  purse  of  strong  linen  doubled,  and 
fasten  it  with  a thread  to  a stick,  which  you  lay  across  a 
small  earthen  vessel,  containing  about  half  a pint  of 
milk,  so  that  the  purse  may  hang  into  the  milk,  which 
is  to  boil  for  about  ten  minutes.  This  quantity  of  milk 
the  child  is  to  take  in  the  course  of  twenty-four  hours. 

x 

The  purse  with  the  quicksilver,  after  being  washed  and 
dried,  you  may  use  as  often  afterwards  as  it  may  be 
wanted.  1 can  not  warrant  the  success  of  this  last  me- 
thod, as  I never  have  proved  it.  My  own  method  is 
founded  on  reason,  and  has  been  invariably  successful ; 
1 have  therefore  good  cause  to  be  perfectly  satisfied  with 
it,  and  to  decline  making  any  new  experiments  in  this 
branch  of  medicine.  Other  medical  men,  however, 
have  assured  me,  that  it  has  sometimes  completed  a 
cure;  at  least  it  is  known,  that  it  often  has  proved  ef- 
fectual in  killing  and  dislodging  worms  in  children. 
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§ 8. 

Warm  baths  may  freely  be  administered,  and  clean- 
liness carried  as  far,  as  the  circumstances  of  the  parents 
will  allow.  The  child  ought  to  be  kept  rather  warm, 
and  never  exposed  to  a sudden  change  of  temperature. 
The  diet  must  be  nourishing  and  good,  and  here,  if  the 
child  should  be  weaned,  lean  not  recommend  any  kind 
of  food  more  proper  than  the  prepared  arrow-root,  ac- 
cording to  direction.  This  arrow-root  powder,  is  cer- 
tainly a most  valuable  article  in  the  diet  of  children.
